AN ENGINEERING FEAT. 


Building a Railroad Across the Ice and 
Against Time. 

Along the Copper river valley lies 
a standard gauge railroad, 191 miles in 
length, the building of which was filled 
Its construction is re- 
garded as a distinct feat in world's 
engineering. The road crosses the riv- 
er between two glaciers (Childs and 
Miles). 

The false work of the bridge was 
laid on the ice in winter. Men were 
hired to work night and day. M. J. 
Heney. the contractor, the man who 
built another “impossible” road across 
the mountains from Skagway, and bis 
chief engineer, E. C. Hawkins, con- 
ceived the idea of using the river ice 
for the bridge scaffoiding. 

As the spring approached hundreds 
of men were kept busy every minute 
of the day and night, for if not com- 
pleted by the time the ice burst all the 
work and material would have been 
lost. 

The ice went out, carrying the false 
work with it, less than an hour after 
the spike was driven in the connecting 
span and the work was completed.

Licorice Root. 

Very few people, says a writer in the 
Wide World Magazine. have any idea 
where the familiar licorice root comes 
As a matter of fact, the bulk of 
it hails from Syria. Here it is gathered 
and piled into great stacks. where it re- 
mains until it is thoroughly dry. It is 
then taken, to the factory to undergo 
certain processes. The finished prod- 
uct is used for flavoring confectionery 
and beer, as well as entering into the 
makeup of many brands of tobacco. 
Some idea of the extent of the indus- 
try may be gatbered when it is stated 
that on the average 8,000 tons of dry 
licorice root is shipped from Aleppo 
annually, while Bagdad yields another 
6,000 tons, Antioch 4,000 and Damas 
cus 500 tons.

Samuel Gompers, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, who 
figured prominently in  Mulhall’s 
story.as the object of a long-continued 
attack by those who attempted to 
bribe him and force him to give up his 
fight in behalf, of labor legislation, 
has made public a detailed report of 
the attempted bribery. It confirms 
the story told by Mulhall. 

The Gompers statement is a report 
that the labor leader prepared in 1907 
after. his experience with Bronghton 
Brandenburg, now a convict in Sing 
Sing, who claimed to be in-the em- 
ploy of the National Asscéiation ot 


Manufacturers. Efforts to. secure 
private interviews with Gompers 
froused the latter’s suspicion, an

Gompers met Brandenburg, it s®ys, 
under the advice and suggestion of 
ether officials of the American Fed- 
eration of Labor.

SEAL MEAT AND BLOOD SOUP. 


The First Course Was Served Out of 
Hand, and the Second In Musk Ox 
Horn Drinking Cups—The Hospital- 
ity Extegded to Explorer Stefansson. 


An interesting description of the hos- 
pitality of Eskimos is given by Vilhjal- 
mar Stefansson in his paper, “My 
Quest In the Arctic,” in Harper’s Mag- 
azine. At one stage of his adventures | 
the writer found himself among Eski- 
mos who had never before seen white 
people. He says: 

“Like our distant ancestors, no 
doubt, these people fear most of all 
things the evil spirits that are likely | 
to appear to them at any time in any 
guise, and next to that they fear stran- | 
gers. Our first greeting had been a! 
bit doubtful and dramatic through our! 
being mistaken for spirits. but now} 
they kad felt of us and talked with us 
und knew we were but common men. | 
Strangers we were, it is true, but we| 
were only three among forty of them} 
and were therefore not to be feared. | 
Besides, they told us they knew we} 
could harbor no guile from the free- | 
dom and frankness with which we} 
came among them; for, they said, a 


{man who plots treachery never turns | 


his back to those whom he intends to |} 

stab from behind. | 
“Before the house which they imme- | 

diately built for us was quite ready | 


| for our occupancy children came run- | 


ning from the village to announce that | 
their mothers had dinner ready. The | 
houses were so small that it was not} 
convenient to invite all three of us| 
into the same one to eat; besides, it 
was not etiquette to do so, as we now | 
know. Each of us was therefore tak- | 
en to a different place. My host was| 
the seal hurter whom we had first ap- | 
proached on the ice. His house would, |

“Our meal was of two courses—the 
first, meat; the second, soup. The soup 
is made by pouring cold seal blood into | 
the boiling broth immediately after the 
cooked meat has been taken out of the 
po tand stirring briskly until the whole 
comes nearly—but never quite—to a 
boil. This makes a soup of a thickness 
comparable to our English pea soup, 
but if the pot be allowed to come to a 
boil the blood will coagulate and settle | 
to the bottom. When the soup is a 
few degreeg from boiling the lamp |! 
above which the pot is swung is ex-| 
tinguished and a few handfuls of | 
snow are stirred into the soup to bring 
it to a temperature at which it can be | 
freely drunk. By means of a small dip- 
per the hougewife then fills the large} 
musk ox horn drinking cups and as- | 
signs one to each person. If the num- 
ber of cups is short two or more per- 
sons may share the contents of one cup 
or a cup may be refilled when one is 
through with it and passed to another. 

“After I Had eaten my fill of fresh 
seal meat and drunk two pint cupfuls 
of blood soup my host and I moved) 
farther back on the bed platform, 
where we could sit comfortably, prop- 
ped up against bundles of soft caribou 
skins, while we talked of various 
things.”

Practicai Sense of Céimmon Interests 
Has Saved ‘Many. “Families From 
Digsolution, joNew York Head of 
Bureau of. tic Relations. 


“since ‘oinen eave come to play so 
active a part in the world of work the 
necessity has arisen to consider the 
home as a business institution,” says 
Mrs. Ida T. Upshaw, superintendent of 
the bureau of domestic relations, con- 
nected with the department of chari- 
ties of New York city. 

“It is not necessary in the very poor 
homes to advise business co-operation. 
In these homes they are obliged to fig- 
ure closely to make both ends meet. 
They practice every day stringent do- 
Mmestic economy that they have learned 
by hard experience. It is the homes 
of the middle class where training is 
lacking. The young women have gone 
from their schoolrooms directly to the 
office and from the office to their new 
homes as brides, with responsibilities 
thrust suddenly upon them of which 
they know little or nothing. Frequent- 
ly they sre pitifully ignorant of ‘even 
the simplest household economies. 
“On the husband's part the begin- 
ning is made in just as-8ad a way. 
Not one man out of ten, as a rule, has 
the slightest idea of what it eosts to 
maintain a home outside of the rent 
and possibly the gas bill: Ever in the 

latter item he fs sometimes far wrong. 

The young men eome from homes 
where things have been taken care of 

by a mother who has learned her les- 

son years ago or from hotel sr board- 
ing house where problems of the house 


were bever, presented to them. 

“Co-operation ig necessary in the 
home. .When a young husband. hands 
the wtfe a certain amount of money 
each week for the maintenance of the 
family and she finds it not enough the 
trouble begins, although the wife may 
have done her best’ The domestic re- 
lations .court is continually hearing 
cases based on that trouble. 
‘“ffousekeeping is the’ woman's field: 
once upon a time it was her undisput- 
ed domain. But it would be well for 
tinen to understand the science of do- 
mestic economy. If they did it would 
£0 « long way toward avoiding. domes- 
tic wrangles. 

“The time has: come when educa- 
tlonal institutions will recognize that 
a business partnership of husband and 
wife is necessary. Then there will’ be 
taught to men and women: alike the 
science of domestic economy: It will 
not only keep their money: affairs in 
order, but it will hold husband and 
wife closer together.. The sense of a 
common interest in the home has sav- 
ed mmany a family from dissolution. 

“Yo caution young married people to

Maple Parfait.—Beat the yolks of six 
eggs till very creamy. add three-fourths 
cup of maple sirup.

Turn 
into a bowl and beat till cold, when it 
should be very light and creamy. Add 
one-half ounce of gelatin dissolved in 
three tablespoonfuls cold water, Beat 
five minutes. Lastly whip one pint 
cream stiff and mix tightly with ees 
mixture. ‘Turn into a mold holding 
three pints and let stand three hours.

New Yorker Tells Wasié Progressive- 
ism Stands For—Pinchot Discusses 
Conservation Question From a New 
Angle—National Conference at New- 

port Ends With Reception 


Newport, R. I., July 5.—The 
Progressives’ national ‘conference 
ended with a reception for the party 
leaders at the convention hall. The 
sessions were of an academic nature 
and dealt with social, economic and 
industrial questions. 

The principal speakers wera Oscar 
S. Straus of New York, who em- 
phatically opposed any alliance . be- 
tween the Progressives and either 
the Democrats or Republicans; Pro- 
fessor Kelsey of the 
‘Pennsylvania; Truxton Beale of} 
Washington, who outlined the scope 
of the college of politics which he 
wishes to found at Washington; Gif- 
ford Pinchot, Herbert :.K. Smith and 
Robert P. Bass of New Hampshire. 

“The conservation question,” Pin- 
chot said, “lies at the root of every 
material human problem, for it is the 
problem of shelter and clothes, which 
l are nothing but natural resources 
prepared for the use of men. 

“The trust or monopoly question is 
a conservation question pure. and 
simple. Monopoly is the control of 
natural resources ‘or natural advyan- 
tages. 

“Out of the handling of natural re- 
sources necessary to make them ayail- 
able for human use arise all the lapor | 
questions and, indirectly, all other 
questions of social and industrial! 
justice.” 

No compromise with the older par- 
ties, but a straight Progressive pro- 
gram, based upon social justice favor- 
ing neither capital nor labor, was the | 
keynote of Straus’ address. 

“Mr. Fairhanks) farmer yieeypresi- 
dent, recently voicedsthe santinjent of 
a ninber of well-intentioned Repub- 
licans when_he called_upon the Re- 
publicans end. Progressives to forget 
past differences and return to the 
fold,” said Straus. > 

“These who believ# or hone tha t the 
reactionary Republicans and the Pro- 
gzressives can ever he merged, misun- 
derstand the true meaning and signifi- 
cance Of Progressivism. It is net a 
political faction, but_a moral awaken- 
ing—not a partisan bolt, but a deter- 
mined patriotic purpose to adjust our 
political life to conserve the basic 
principles of true democracy, and to 
conform our econcmic and industrial 
development to human needs. 

Progressivism demands a non- 
political tariff upon an . economic 
basis made by experts in the interest 
of the pecple as a whole, the laborer 
and the consumer. .Progressiveism 
is opposed to the Demeoratic state 
rights fetish which. effectually checks 
the correction of industrial ahd eco- 
nomic evils. We are not opposed to 
state rights; on the contrary, we fa- 
yor local self-government, bit when 
the evils to bé corrected are national 
we insist upon national remedies.

WINDOW GLASS DECAYS.

less. 

It is almost impossible to remove old 
windows from a building without 
breaking many of the panes of glass. 
New glass can be handled with much 
more carelessness.

A Pioneer Tourist. 

Thomas Pennant was the great pio- 
neer of the tribe of tourists. He dis- 
covered Scotland, Ireland and the Isle 
of Man, taking witb him a tame Welsh 
artist of genius to illustrate his trav- 
els. “I have had the bardihood.” he 
wrote in 1771, “to venture on a jour- 
ney to the remotest part of north 
Britain.” So alluring was the account 
of his exploration that the country 
has, ever since been inundated with 
southern visitors. Of Ireland be was 
able to make only an imperfect report, 
because of the “conviviality” of the 
people, and of the Isle of Man his im- 
pressions have perished. Pennant cor- 
responded with Linnaeus and met Vol- 
taire, whom he found to be a “master 
of English oaths."—London Standard.

FORE RIVER 


Transfer to Schwab . Insures 
Continuatiin of Business 


By the transfer of the Fore River 
Ship Building Co., to the Fore River 
Ship Building Corporation the con- 
trol passes to Charles M. Schwab, in- 
asmuch as the capital stock is owned 
by the Bethlehem Steel Co, of which 
he is the guiding spirit, and by the 
transfer the continuance of the ship- 


yard in Quincy is assured, and 4000 
men will remain at work. 
By the transfer H. Gerrish Smith, 


who has been the general manager of 
the old company becomes vice presi- 
dent in addition to being general 
manager. Harry Brown also remains 
a vice president and Joseph A. Sedg- 
wick as treasurer. Mr. Schwab as 
chairman of the board of directors 
will be the guiding spirit, H. S. Sny- 
der and Henry H. Schick other mem- 
bers of the board of directors are also 
the vice president and auditor of the 
Bethlehem Steel Co. 

Francis T. Bowles, president of both 
the old and new corporations, says the 
sale was absolutely necessary to pre- 
vent the old concern from going into 
the hands of a receiver and ultimately 
out of business. 

He says: “The company has not 
paid dividends. An overwhelming ma- 
jority of the stockholders wanted to 
put their money into something that 
would pay dividends. It was abso- 
lutely necessary to obtain for the old 
company more capital or go into the 
hands of a receiver. It was proposed 
to wind up the affairs of the company 
and go out of business, At this junc- 
ture a customer was secured in the 
shape of the Bethlehem Steel Com- 
pany. By this arrangement, Mr. 
Schwab renews the life of the ship- 
building industry and will undoubtedly 
continue to maintain a business so 
necessary to the development of the 
port of Boston. The community and 
the country are under obligation to 
Mr. Schwab for saving the company, 
for in recent years a number of ship- 
building concerns have gone out of 
business on account of unfavorable 
conditions, such as Roach’s shipyard 
at Chester, Pa., W. R. Trigg Co., Rich- 
mond, Va.; Neafle & Levy, Philadel- 
phia; Eastern Shipbuilding Company, 
New London, Ct., Crescent Shipyard, 
Elizabeth, N. J., and Sewall’s Ship- 
yard, Bath, Me.”

- Cannot Produce Them. 


It Is Possible Only Because the Ball Is 
an Imperfect Globe and In Compari- 
son With Its Size Much Rougher 
Than the Surface of the Barth, 


THE CURVING OF A BASEBALL. 
The real reason why a baseball can 
be thrown so that it will describe Wwon- 
derful. curves. during its progress 
through the air is thmt every such ball 
has u surface made up of mountuins, 
valleys, efaters, canyons, gorges, plains 
and other irregularities of the surface 
that. when the difference in size is 
taken into consideration, mit:es the 
surface of the earth seem like plate 
glass. : 

If it were possible to make « perfect 
sphere—if it were possible to make a 
baseball with an absolutely smooth sur- 
face and an exact sphere—no pitcher 
iu the world could uke it curve. The 
very best pitchers baseball has ever 
kuown or probably ever will know 
could not make the ball deviate u hair's 
breadth in its fight. 

And so while it is partly in the art 
or knack the professional pitcher has 
in holding and releasing the baseball 
as he throws it, it Is also’due to the 
fact that a baseball!) has a wenderfully 
rough surface against which the air 
catches and turns it that gives it the 
curve. 

It you pass your hand over a plate 
glass it moyes smoothly with nothing | 
to retard it. If you pass your band 
over an unplaned board you can feel 
the roughness—splinters we call them. 
You cannot move your hand as easily 
over the board. This is the same prin- 
ciple with the baseball. There is a 
roughness im its surface that catcheg 
in the air and forces one side about or 
retards that side. This has but one 
result—to imnke the baseball leave its 
straight course, and Iti doing this it de: 
scribes a curve. 

This does not detract in the Jeast 
from the ¢leverness of the pitcher who 
van so accurately judge his muscular 
control as to make a baseball curve up 
or down, right or left. Bot the fact 
remains that it is the roughness of the 
baseball ¢hat makes all bis pitching 
cleverness possible. 

Take a brand new league ball in 
your hand. It looks to be a perfect | 
sphere—that ‘4s, absolutely even and 
uniformly round and as “smooth as 
glass.” And it may be as smooth as 
glass, for glass also has a rough sur- 
face. 

Put a baseball under the most pow- 
erful microscope, enlarge it microscop!- 
cally 10,000 diameters, and what deo 
you see? The very thing mentioned in 
the first paragraph of this article. The} 
surface is rough. It looks ‘Uke the | 
landseape in the Alps or Yellowstone | 
park or any other rough section of the | 
earth. It has peaks, ranges, ridges, 
valleys, plains and holes, guiches and | 
all sorts of uneven places, and if the} 
earth coulé be made as small as a 
baseball it would. be practically a per- 
fect sphere and absolutely smooth. 
This is because the highest mountains 
of the earth and the deepest valléys 
would be millions upon millions of | 
times smaller in comparison with the 
rough unever places on a baseball if 
efther the earth were reduced to the 
size of a baseball @r a baseball enlarg- 
ed to the size of the earth. 

If this were not true the earth would 
not revolve so regularly upon fts axis. 
It would perforf¥ an “in shoot” or 
“out shoot’ and curve off ‘throtigh 
space. 

Byen the billiard ball has a surface 
much rougher in comparison to its size 
than-the surface of the earth, and we 
refer to a billiard ball as about the 
smoothest thing known. “As smooth 
fs a billiard ball” is'a well known 
simile. For the same reason that a 
perfeetly smooth baseball could not be 
curved, a perfectly smooth and pei- 
fectly round billiard ball could not be 
made to curve on the table. It wonld

Union Carmen and Gaston Ele 
vated Road in Deadlock 


SITUATION 1S V-AY. SEROUS 


Order to Quit Work Wii! Be Issued 
Tonight If Today’s Conferences Are 
Fruitiess—Union Leaders Say Com- 
pany Is Inviting Trouble by Dis- 

' charging Several Road Men — 


Botton, July 8.—A strike of the 


amembers of the Boston Street. Car- 


men's union will be ordered at a meet- 
ing at 6 o'clock tonight, if the officials 
of the Boston Elevated company still 
refuse to meet tne terms of the union 
on the question of arbitration. 

This action was decided upon late 
last night by the executive board of 
the union, following the report of 
their representative at conferences at 
the Chamber of Commerce that no 
decision had been reached, and all at- 
tempts toward an amicable adjust- 
ment were apparently a failure. 

With the strike order decided upon 
last night, the members of the ex- 
ecutive board of the union issued a 
statement in which they declare the 
Boston Elevated is trying to force a 
strike, by discharging members of the 
tnion emplcyed in the road depart- 
ment. 

“Unless this attitude on the part of 
the company is immediately changed 
a lockout will exist, which will com- 
pel our members to strike immediate- 
ly,” was part of the statement. 

Conferences which lasted over a 
stretch of nearly twelve hours yes- 
terday were attended by a special 
committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, representatives of the Boston 
BPleyated company and the Street Car- 
men’s union. 

Every plan which would result in 
both sideé agreeing on & man who 
Would pick the third member of: the. 
board of arbitration to settle the’ wage 
demands of the unfon was placed, be- 
fore both sides by the members of 
this-committee, but at 11 o'clock last 
night, when the committee adjourned 
to meet this morning, it was uhder- 
stood a deadlock existed. 

The special hearing by the. state 
board of conciliation and arbitration: 
at the state house today will be at 
tended by a committee from the 
union. An invitation has been ex- 
tended to the officials of the Boston 
Hlevated company, but no information 
could be had as-to whether. they wiil 
accept or not.

Bonseis is a combination of 


_ steuming and baking. Tbe meut 

_ is cooked in the oven in a cov- 
ered pan, in the bottom of which 
should be sufficient stock to create a 
steam. 

Brajsing is an economical process, for 
there is little loss by evaporation. 

Braised Breast of Veal.—Take half a 
breast of veal; have it carefully boned 
and spread the boned side with force- 
meat made from half a pound of bread 
soaked in-milk, one egg. one teaspoon- 
ful of savory herbs, one teaspoonful 
of chopped parsley and salt and pep- 
per. Roll the teat and tie both ends 
with string. Line.a*braising pan with 
slices of bacon, sliced onion and carrot 
and a small bouqnet of herbs. Upon 
this place the meat, add a little butter 
and let the meat get slightly brown 
over the fire; then add a half pint of 
rich stock. Cook gently for about one 
hour and a half. 

Cooking Mutton and Beef. 

Braised Leg of Mutton.—Slice differ- 
ent vegetables in suitable proportions, 
such as carrot, turnip, onion, celery, 
lettuce, etc. Take also a sprig each of 
marjoram, thyme, parsley and a bay 
leaf. Put these in a braising pan un- 
der the mutton and pour in enough 
stock to come half way up the meat 
Cover very closely and stew till the 
meat Is quite tender. Then place it on 
a baking pan and put it in the oven to 
brown while the stock is reduced to a 
glaze to pour over It. 

Braised. Beef.—Take a pound and a 
half of beef, a small carrot cut fine, a 
minced onion, a teaspoonful of salt, a 
tablespoonful each of flour and cara- 
mel, pepper to taste. 

Wipe the meat and put into pudding 
pan with the carrot, onion, salt and 
pepper: pour two eupfuls of boiling 
water over all. Cover and put in bot 
oven for one and a half to two hours. 
Have two cupfuls of gravy and add 
to the meat when needed. Remove the 
meat and add the flour, mixed with a 
little cold water and the caramel, and 
boil three. minutes. 

Braised Veal, 

Fraised Veal Cutlets—For one and 
a half pounds of: veal cutlet have a 
carrot, turnip, onion, stick of celery, a 
little. butter, a few slices.of pork or 
bacon stock and thickening for the 
gravy. Cut the meat into pleces about 


| three inches square, pound well with a 
| rolling pin; then press back into shape. 


Cut the vegetables small and fry them 
in a little butter till slightly brown. 
Lay these in a saucepan, with the pork 
and the cutlets on the top. Cover with 
stock, add pepper and salt, cover close- 
ly and stew very gently for one and a 
half honrs. When done remove the 
cutlets and vegetables and thicken the 
gravy with a teaspoonful of butter 
rubbed Into the same quantity of flour. 
Brown these over the fire and add the 
boiling stock till the sauce, is, quite 
smooth and boil for five minutes. Dish 
the cutlets in a circle, put the vege 
tables in the center and pour the gravy 
over all.

Acting under the authority vested in 
the executive Mayor Stone this morn- 
ing issued a, warrant to Frank E. Bur- 
rill, chief of police, directing him to 


| kill or cause to be killed all dogs not 
| licensed in the City of Quincy. The; 


warrant was issued in accordance with ; 


| Chapter 102 section 143 of the Re- 


vised laws. 
A person owning a dog on or after 


. March 31 is liable to assessment. The 


classification of dogs are male, fe- 
male, spayed and a special license is} 
issued to permit the operation of a 
kennel. Ae. 

In 1911 the dog tax amounted to} 
$2725, representing 1010 dogs. This | 
year $1276 has been collected by Em-| 
ery L. Crane, City Clerk. The amount! 
collected is turned over to the treas- 
urer of Norfolk County, after 20 cents 
is deducted for collection. This is re- 
tained as a fund from which dog 
damages etc, are paid and at the end 
of the dog year the balance is turned 
over to the treasurer of the Thomas 
Crane Public Library and is applied to 
the cost of its maintenance. 

This year a brass tag, bearing the 
license number is issued when the tax 
is paid. In this way it is easy to de- 
termine if a dog’s owner has com- 
plied with the provisions of the law, or 
if the dog is the property of someone 
living outside of Quincy. 

This method is of decided value in 
helping trace the progress of epidem- 
ics of rabies which are more prevaJent 
this year than heretofore and at the 
present time more than the normal 
number of cases have developed south 
of Quincy. 

Within the past two months several 
mad dogs have run amuck in Quincy! 
but fortunately no one was seriously 
bitten. However a valuable cow 
owned by Russell A. Sears, Glendale 
road, died befoe a veteinaian could 
overcome the inroads of hydrophobia 
caused by a dog bite.

that it has two mouths, one bebind the 
other. The first mouth has a pointed

{t bites off its food and passes it on to 
the second mouth, which is placed just 
above the throat. This mouth also has 
two rows of teeth, but one long slender 
tongue serves for both sets of grinders. 

Rats are not only eaten in Uganda, 
but they are regarded as a delicacy. 
The king among his many retainers 
has one whose duty it is to furnish the 
royal table with rats. A rat catcher is 
not an exalted persop usually, but in 
Uganda he is looked upon with respect 
and walks with an air of dignity. He 
goes out rat hunting daily and general- 
ly finds his game among the young 
banana trees or in any place where 
fallen fruit or berries may be found, 
for this is what the rat lives on. Slen- 
der shoots of bamboo or banana or 
fruit and leaves are his food, and this 
diet makes his flesh ter¥der and whole- 
some. : 


A CRESCENT OF RUINS. 


The Curious Old Cliff Dwellings of the 
National Mesa Verde. 

In the Mesa Verde. National park, in 
southwestern Colorado, are 300 cliff 
dwellings, of which only the three lar- 
gest have been repaired. The largest 
ruin, called Cliff. palace, stands about 
a thousand feet above the bottom of 
the canyon and 300 feet below the top 
of the ledge. All the houses connect 
and open into one another, the entire 
settlement forming a crescent about 
300 feet in length from end to end. 

As we contemplate these silent ruins 
it is hard to believe that at one time 
they resounded with the hum of indus- 
try, the laughter of children, the dron- 
ing of priests, and the strident cry of 
the sentinels calling the warriors to 
battle. The dwellers of these aban- 
doned communities have !eft no writ- 
ten record, but the shape of the struc- 
tures and the relics that have been 
dug from the debris of centuries give 
some idea of how these people lived 
and moved and had their being. 

The main houses were built on a 
ledge close to its front, and back of 
this was an open-space that answered 
the purpose of a court, a street, a play- 
ground or a place for industrial pur- 
suits, such as weaving and pottery 
making. At intervals along the front 
were towers and bastions, and in the 
interior were kivas or secret chambers 
used for religious ceremonies. In ey: 
ery village were storehouses to pro 
vid a supply of provisions in times oi 
war or failure of crops. 


Leigh Hunt’s Chaotic Home. 

A curious description of Leigh Hunt's 
house. Where the poet lived with his 
wife and six children, is that given by 
Carlyle, as recorded in “Bulletin: an¢

CONFECTIONERY. x 
———" 
Centuries Ago it Was a Part of the 
Art of the Apothecary. 

Curiously enough, the making of con- 
fectionery originated in a way with the 
apothecaries about 500 years ago. It 
was then that sugar was first imported 
nto England, and it. was then that 
‘confections” first became known. For 
a time they appeared only in medical 
form, the apothecaries using the newly 
bmported sugar as a means of mitigat- 
log the bitterness of their doses. in 
piher words, they mixed their drugs 
with it,.and therein lay the origin of 
many of the sirups and medicated can- 
ijes, the ancestors of our cough drops 
and lozenges. The cost of sugar was 
ar too high, and most people were far 
too poor to permit of its being eaten 
for its own sake alone and as a meré 
luxury. 

It was only a-couple of centures ago 
that there began to appear a new | 
phase of the apothecary’s art. Con- 
fections began to be made more or less 
apart from any medicinal purpose afid 
because people liked them, and eventu- 
ally the confectioner’s business became 
quite separate and distinct from thut 
of the apothecary. 

Although the confectioner’s trade 
may be said to. be about 200 years old, 
it was only within recent times: that it 
beeame a real and extensive industry, 
At first sugar was heavily taxed, and 
the confectioner’s trade was pursued 
upon very elementary principles. For 
a dong time everything was done by | 
hand. Implements were of the very 
simplest—candy kettles heated on smal! 
brick furnaces, pestles and mortars. 
rolling pins and stissors, etc. The out- 
put was very small, und, comparative- 
ly speaking, sweetmeats of all! sorts 
were expensive and frequently uunat- 
tractive. 

All this has been changed, and now- 
adays the most improved machinery 
and implements combine to produce 
the most delicate and attractive sweets. 
Muscles have been superseded by en- 
gines, pestles and mortars and rolling 
fins, and scissors have given place to 
revolying pans and steam pans, ané 
mechanism for beating and kneading 
and mixing, for cutting and slicing and 
grinding, for rolling and grating. and | 
stamping, for crushing ice and freezin; 
cream and other processes. ‘ 

While many of the best and most 
expensive candies are still very largels 
made by hand processes, by far the | 
greater mass of sweetments is preduc- | 
ed by machinery.—Harper’s Weekly. 


Hopkins, the Witch Finder. 

Though some people still believe in 
witches, there is no longer any use for 
the witch finder. Englishmen of ear- 
lier generations gave this person abun- 
dant employment, sometimes fetchiny 
the real expert enormous distances to 
cleanse an afflicted town. In 1649, for 
instance, the magistrates of Newcastle 
sent into Scotland for one who could 
find witches, agreeing to pay 20 shil- 
lings ($4.80) a head for all that he con- 
victed.

cuted as the result of his visit. The 
most notorious of witch fiuders, one 
Hopkins, was finally executed as ua 
wizard after trial by one of the more 
painful of his own many cleverly de- 
vised tests.

MELLEN GIVES 
~ UP PRESIDENCY 


No Longer Heads Boston and 
Maine and Wee Central 


WOONALD TAKES HIS. PLAGE 


Man Under Whose Administration 
New England Railroad Securities 
Have Shrunk $200,000,000 In’ Mar- 
ket Values Will Devote His Full 
Time to New Haven Road 


Boston, July 9.—Charles S. Mellen | 
resigned from the presidency of the 
Boston and Maine railroad yesterday 
afternoon. At the same time he re- 
signed as president of the Maine Cen- 
tral railroad. , Almost coincident+with 
these resignations comes the report 
ofthe interstate commerce commis- 
sion, which will be made public this 
afternoon. 

Morris McDonald was elected today 
as president of both the Boston and 
Maine and Maine Central railroads in 
place of Mellen. Up to yesterday he 
Was vice president and general man- 
ager of the Maine Central. McDonald 
was superintendent of the Central 
Railroad of Georgia when called to 
Maine in 1894. 

Mellen will continue as a member of 
the boards of directors of both roads. 
In a statement given out from the 
press headquarters of the New Haven 
read it was admitted that no one man 
can properly handle the affairs of the 
New Haven, the Boston and Maine | 
and the Maine Central railroads. 

The statement says the “change 
meanssnothing more than that Mell@n 
will devote his full time to the affairs 
of the New Haven road and its direct 
subsidiaries, and that McDonald will 
be in all respects handle the Boston 
and Maine and Maine Central rail- 
roads.” 

The administration of Mellen as 
head of practically all of New England 
transportation interests has marked 
the stormiest times known in railroad 
history and railroad politics in New 
England. Mellen has been compelled 
to undergo the severest criticism. He 
also has not lacked friends. 

During his administration, New 
England railroad . securities have 
shrunk in market value $200,000,000. 
Boston and Maine stock, which has 
sold up over 200, was quoted at 53 
yesterday. Within a few weeks it 
broke at 50. New Haven was quoted 
yesteray at 101. Before Mellen be- 
came president, it sold up to 250. 

Only a few weeks ago, at the last 
meeting of the directors, the Boston 
and Maine passed its dividend for the 
first ‘time in seventy-three years. 
The passing of the dividend created 
alarm among the small holders of 
Soston and Maine securities, of which 
there are thousands in New England. 

At the same time Mellen denied he 
was resigning. This condition of 
affairs puzzled State street for a few 
days, but the matter finally blew over 
and nothing. further wag heard of the 
resignation until yesterday afternoon, 
when it came in the nature of a sur- 
prise. |

It. was in 1897 that the New Haven 
road, under the presidency of Mellen, 
acquired 109,000 shares of Boston and 
Maine, giving the New Haven road a 
controlling interest in the affairs of 
the Boston and Maine. 

Friends of Mellen say he found the 
Boston and Maine in bad condition 
and that the road would have been in 
financial difficulties ‘anyway. They 
further claim it is owing to him that 
the day of reckoning has been post- 
poned for so long. 

The New Haven road has been com- 
pelled to face the severest criticism, 
which finally culminated in charges 
being preferred before Commissioner 
Prouty. Hearings were held before 
the commissioner which terminated in 
May. Charges included those of poor 
management, graft and the diversion 
of freight. It is the report of the 
commission growing- out of these 
hearings that will be made public this 
afternoon.

COCOANUT DAINTIES. 
HEN cooking with cocoanut get 
a fresh nut if you can and grate 
it. Desiceated cocoanut is gen- 
erally used because it is so much more 
convenient, but the flavor of the other | , 


makes it much more desirable. 

Cocoanut Sponge Pudding.—Take two 
cupfuls of bot milk and-pour over one 
and one-half cupfuls of sponge cake 
crumbs; then add one cupful of sugar. 
the beaten yolks of three eggs und one 
cupful of grated cocoanut. Allow it to 
stand for one-half hour; then add a 
grating of, nutmeg, a little rosewater 
and the whites of the eggs beaten tu 
dry froth: Bake in a buttered moid. 
Serve with wine sauce. — 

e Combined With Fruit. 

Cocoanut Fruit Custard.—Any canned 


or fresh fruit which is convenient may > 


be used for this. Place a portion of the 
fruit in individual dishes and pow 
some custard over; then sprinkle with 
grated or desiccated cocoanut and serve 
with hard:sauce. 

To make the sauce take a. cupful of 
confectioner’s sugar, two tablespoon- 
fuls of buttér, three drops of lemon 
juice, a dash of uutmeg and bot water. 

Begin to cream the butter with a lit- 
tle of the stigar. Add sugar gradually. 
This will soon be too stiff. Then add 
some boiling water. This will melt the 
sugar and cause it to bécome quite 
soft Beat until a light, soft fluff is 
formed. Pile lightly on to a fancy dish. 

Nut and Tapioca. 

Cream Tapioca With Cocoanut.— 
Take three tablespoonfuls of tapioca 
and soak for four bours.in cold water. 
Pour off the water and stir it into one 
quart of boiling milk. Boil fer ten 
minutes and then add the yolks of four 
eggs well beaten, half of a small cup- 
ful. of sugar and three large table- 
spoonfuls of dessicated cocoanut. 
and boil this for five minutes longer. 
Pour into a pudding dish. -.Beat the 
whites of the eggs to a stiff froth, add: 
ing a very. little posvdered sugar, and 
spread over the pudding, sifting a little 
eoconnut on top. Brown in the oven.

Priceless Recipes That Are Now 
Lost to the World. 


————_— 


COLORS OF THE OLD MASTERS. 


They Are the Envy and the Despair of 
Modern Artists, to Whom Their 
Composition Is a Mystery—Greek 
Fire and Roman Mortar. 


Numerous are the trade secrets*hand- 
ed down generation by generation 
from father to son, and vast is the 
capital made out of some of them in 
the commercial world of today. 

Particularly, perhaps, is this the case 
among the numerous manufacturers of 
piquant sauces and the countless vend- 
ers of patent medicines. 

But there is also, it must be remem- 
bered, another side to the case. Many, 
alas, are the priceless trade secrets 
buried far down below the moldering 
dust of the misty past and lost to the 
world, perchance never again to be re- 
covered. 

To cite the first example that occurs 
to the mind of the writer, for instance, 
what would a Royal academician of the 
present day give to be possessed of the 
secret held by the old masters—Ra- 
phael, Rubens, Correggio, Van Dyck 
and their compeers—for mixing their 
colors so as to render them imperish- 
able and impervious to the ravage of 
time? 

The red colors especially of these 
artists of a bygone epoch are every 
whit as bright now as they were 
three long centuries ago. On the 
contrary, the colors of pictures paint- 
ed only 100 years ago have lost their 
luster and are faded and decayed to 
a deplorable extent 

Again, in the world of music, the 
manufacturers of violins—old masters, 
as one may justifiably term them, in 
another branch of art—treasured a 
recipe for a varnish that sank into the 
wood of their incomparable instru- 
ments and mellowed it as well as pre- 
served it. 

With such extreme, relentless jeal- 
ousy, however, did they guard their 
great secret that it, too, is lost, to all 
appearances, irretrievably. 

Rather more than 100 years ago 
there lived in a quaint, old world vil- 
lage in Wales a working blacksmith 
who had managed by some means or 
other to bring the welding of steel to 
such a pitch of perfection that the 
joint was absolutely invisible and the 
temper of the steel as fine as on the 
day it left the tester’s hands. By his 
process he was able to join the very 
finest of sword biades, and after he 
had finished with them they were ab- 
solutely as good and as sound as when 
they had left the factory. 

The blacksmith’s fame spread far 
and wide, and, naturally enough, he at- 
tained a great reputation, but he made 
a point of invariably working in soll- 
‘tude. He was offered large and tempt- 
ing sums to divulge his secret, but 
kept it obstinately to himself, and 
when his span of life had run its 
course he took it with him to another 
world. 

The anclent Greeks had a substance 
which we call Greek fire and which 
they used in naval warfare. 

Their method of employing it was 
simply this—to throw the substance 
upon the surface of the water, where 
it flamed up and set fire to the ships 
of the enemy. What was it? 

The only known substance of the 
present day that would do this is the 
meta] potassium, but to set fire to a 
ship in the manner described would 
necessitate the use of at least half a 
ton of the metal. Where did the 
Greeks obtain the substance they used 
with such effect? Or how did they 
make it? If Greek fire was potassium 
the secret of the process is another 
that must be numbered with the lost. 

The man who could disinter the 
buried recipe for Roman mortar would 
be bowed down to and worshiped by 
the builders of the present day. How 
they made it is a profound secret and 
bids fair to remain so. 

The mortar is as firm now as it was 
2,000 years ago. It has calmly scoffed 
at the ravages of time and weather. 

The above are but a few—a very 
few—of the lost and buried secrets of 
antiquity which modern scientists and 
mechanicians would give much to 
learn.—London Answers.

Washington, July 10.—Professor 
William T. Sedgwick of the Massa- 
chusetts Institute of Technology has 
been designated by the secretary of 
agriculture as one of three experts in 
veterinary science, meat inspection 
and public sanitation to inspect and 
report on meat packing establishments 
operating under federal supervision in 
New York, Massachusetts, Connecti- 
cut, Missour{ and Illinois. 

In an official statement the office of 
information states that it is the idea 
of the department to “foster confi- 
dence of the public in the meat in- 
spection work.” 

Recent hearings before congression- 
al committees, coupled with articles 
in magazines attacking the meat in- 
spection service, have brought a 
storm of criticism about the ears of | 
the government officials and in many 
instances there have been “near scan- 
dals” not unlike those which led to 
the exposures of stockyard conditions 
during the Roosevelt administration. 

It is pointed out here that the real 
situation is probably worse than the | 
public in general suspects, since the 
calling of outside experts indirectly 
intimates that the experts in the em- 
ploy of the government are not con- 
sidered sufficient.

| BULLET PHOTOGRAPHY. 


Curious Effect of Shooting Through a 
Thin Stick of Wood, 

Moving pictures have been made at 
the rate of 100,000 a second in contrast 
; With the rate of fifteen or twenty a 
second, which is enough when repro- 
duced on a screen to give the eye the 
| impression of a conttnuous picture. 
The only thing that mowes fast enough 
to make such tremendous speed worth 
using is a bullet, and some extraordi- 

nary pictures of bullets have been ta- 

ken at this rate, sevemty-two pictures 

being taken of a. revolver bullet as it 

moved ten inches from the muzzle. 
Pictures of a bullet passing through 

a stick of wood showed a queer condi- 

tion. The bullet passed completely 
| through the thin stick and was well on 
es way beyond before.the wood gave 


any sign of distress. Then some tiny 
splinters started out, following the bul- 
let; the stick began to split, and after 
the bullet had proceeded some distance 
the stick suddenly fell to pieces. ‘No 
camera shutters are fast enough to 
take. pictures at anything like this 
speed, so no shutter was. used. 
Instead, a series of efectric sparks 
was flashed, the sparks following one 
another at the rate of 100,000 a second, 
each spark making a picture. The 
film was mounted on a wheel about 
three feet in circumference, and the 
wheel was revolved at the rate of 9,000 
revolutions a minute. When all was 


flashed and the wheel reyolved, the 
actual exposure being limited to a frac- 
tion of a second so as not to pile up 
pictures one over the other.—Saturday 
Evening Post.

jthe scope. of the inquiry that all ef- 
| forts to control] members of the house, 
or to influence legislation, will be 
subject to the inquisitorial power of 
the committee. 

The speaker appointed, with Chair- 
jman Garrett, Representatives Cline, 
|Russell and Rodenberry, Democrats; 
| Willis and Stafford, Republicans, and 
Nolan, Progressive. 

The special senate committee con- 
|tinued its inquiry into the activities 
of lobbyists concerned with the sugar 
'and wool schedules of the tariff bill. 
‘The committee has not ~~ begun its 
probe of the Mulhall charges 
| Many of the witnesses involved in 
the Mulha:l charges are already in 
' Washington, summoned to take the 
stand before the Senate committee. 
| Among those are several former mem- 
|bers of congress and the officers of 

the National Association of Manu- 
| facturers. The latter have asked 
Senator Overman to cal] about forty 
|former and present members of con- 
gress, among them former Speaker 
Cannon, former Senator Aldrich, 
|former Representative Watson of In- 
|; diana and others mentioned by Mul- 
hall. 

These witnesses will 
be wanted by,both the senate and 
j house committees.. Printed copies of 
the Mulhall correspondence have been 
| prepared for the house inquisitors. 

The resolution adopted by the 
house provides that all of the hearings 
of the committee shall be open to .we 
| public. 

The fight against the resolution was 
jled by Representative Levy, who op- 
'posed particularly the reinsertion of 
a provision allowing the committee 
to employ counsel. This was done by 
la vote of 102 to 104.

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FOUND ITS GOLDEN HEAD. 


Riddle of a Marble Column In Italy 
Read by a Béggar. 

Near the monastery of San Vito, in 
Naples, stood a marble column that 
had been erected by an eccentric 
Frenchman about the beginning of the 
last century. On it were written in 
French the following enigmatic words; 
“On May 1 every year I have a golden 
‘pead.” 

The inscription sorely puzzled the 
Inhabitants of Naples. On May 1 the 
yeur after the erection of the column 
fn great crowd came to it in the hope 
of finding the top covered with gold 
pieces. Needless to say, they went 
home with their pockets as empty as 
they were when they came. 

For several years people came to see 
the promised wonder and went away 
disappointed. At last the authorities 
had the column taken down in the be- 
Nef that treasure would be found be- 
neath it. Nothing bmt earth was 
found, and so the column was set up 
again. Obviously the words had a 
mystic meaning, but no one was clever 
enough to guess it. and for years the 
riddle remained unsolved. 

Finally in 1841 a ragged beggar 
named Annibale Tosci noticed the in- 
Scription. He stood looking at ft for a 
long time while he pondered its mean- 
ing. Then suddenly the solution of 
the puzzle flashed into his mind. He 
waited patiently until May 1 before he 
tested the accuracy of his interpreta- 
tion of the mystic words. 

On the day mentioned in the inscrip- 
tion Tosci. bearing a pick and shovel, 
set out at daybreak for the column. 
He arrived before any, chance. visitors, 
and as soon as the monastery’s bells 
tolled 6 he started digging in the 
ground covered by the shadow of the 
top of the column. He had not dug 
long before he came on a satchel that 
contained 80,000 francs. The _inscrip- 
tion was a true one—the head of the 
column covered the golden treasure 
every year on May 1. : 

Annibale Tosci, the beggar whose 
sharp guess had given him compara- 
tive wealth, became a landowner near 
Mantua. He died at the age of nine 
ty-four.—Youth’s Companion.

I took my dinner with Major Guep- | 
ther and turned in early since my 
haste to see war had led me to travel 
day and night and I was very sleepy. 
I slept on an army cot and lost myself 
as-soon us I lay down. Nevertheless 
I awakened in about an hour oppress- 
ed by a feeling of apprehension. It 
seemed to me that there must be some 
reason for my being treated with so 
much attention, and, though I. could 
not explain why, 1 dreaded lest it 
meant somethipg malevolent. , 

While 1 was thinking about it I saw 
the tent flap shoved noisily aside and 
in the Hghter aperture a crouching 
figure. Being curious to know what 
would happen, I breathed like a sleep- 
er. A hand was thrust into the tent, 
which grasped.my clothing, including 
boots and hat, and took them away. 

What did it mean? Something must 
be wrong. I had been watched. Now 
some one had, removed my clothing. 
doubtless for a purpose. Why I could 
not divine. I, lay perfectly still and 
presently saw the tent flaps parted 
again and heard some one replace my 
belongings. I. was curious to know if 
they showed any signs of what had 
been done with them, but thought it 
better to wait till morning. 1 did not 
eare to have it appear that I was 
awake and cognizant of the incident. 

When day came I looked through 
my clothes, but nothing was missing 
Nothing had been added. They were 
just as when I had taken them off the 
night before. I was more puzzled than 
ever. 

During this day I could not detect 
that I was watthed as the day be 
fore. I was not treated with more 
eordiality, but more indifference. Ei- 
ther there was a change of feeling to- 
ward me or no time to attend to me 
But I had met with a surprise during 
the night, not to say a shock, that I 
did not recover from. I passed the 
day in fear lest something should hap- 
pen to me. I had come to see men in- 
jure each other and now Greaded lest 
they injure me. And the worst of it 
was that such injury was beijing 
wrought out in secret. 

My fears were somewhat allayed 
during the day by the‘offieer who was 
responsible for me giving me an in- 
vitation from his general to dine with 
him in the evening with a party of 
friends from Berlin. I replied that I 
had no evening dress with me, but 
was informed that under the circum- 
stances this would be excusable. The 
dinner took place in the open-air by 
the light of Chinese Janterns. -The 
guests consisted of both men and | 
women. I had drunk enough wine to 
make me feel comfortable dnd banish 
my fears when a lady sitting next to 
me, screened by the table, put a crum- 
pled piece of paper im+my hand. I 
dared not look at it, so I put it in 
my pocket till the dinnér was ended. 
On parting with the other guests I 


did not bid them goodby, for they were |; 


not to return to Berlin fill the next 
afternoon. As soon as I was alone I 
examined the paper. It read: 

We are both in danger, both being in 
the same service. I Shall not be permitted 
to depart, and tomorrow the information 
of the German forces I give below will be 
found on me. I can destroy the papers, but | 
prefer to turn them over to you, hoping | 
that you may succeed in getting away 
with them or transferring them to an- 
other. 

Here at last was an explanation of 
my singular treatment, an explanation 
that filled me with apprehension. And 
when I thought that Lmight be arrest- 
ed with this paper on‘me | felt the 
marrow in my bones congeal. How 
should I get rid of it? If I tore it into 
bits and threw them away they might 
be collected and put together. The 
only safe way was to burn them—that 
is, if. 1 could do so without being seen. | 
I finally hit on an expedient. I had a 
pipe with me and while putting tobac- 
co in it for a smoke contrived to put 
the paper in also. Then, lighting the 
contents, I smoked. vigorously, The 
paper stopped the draft, and I was 
obliged to relight several times. [Final- 
ly there was nothing left of the paper 
but ashes. 

After the departure, of the guests 
from Berlin the general. sent for me 
and received me with a manner en- 
tirely changed. 

“T have to offer you an apology,” he 
said, “for a suspicion that has attach- 
ed to you since you came into our 
camp. We had.information that a spy 
answering your description was seek- 
ing admission to our camps. That is 
the reason you were sent to me instead 
of being expelled. from our lines. We 
have been watching you while giving 
you every facility to gather informa- 
tion which we did not intend you 
should take away. The lady who gave 
you a slip of. paper last evening did so 
at my request since we desired eyvi- 
dence against you, 

“However, the traps we have laid 
for you came to a halt this ‘morning 
by the arrest of the spy we were after. 
He might have been your twin broth- 
er, he is so like you. Permit. me to 
congratulate you on a very narrow es- 
cape. ” 5 

“Thank you.” 

“He ts to. be shot this afternoon. 
Would yon like to see the execution?” 

I declined. the honor and asked the 
general’s permission to depart at once. 
On getting out of the German lines I 
made a bee line for home, I had seen 
very little of war, and what T had seen 
toncerzied myself and not others. It 
is a far different matter seeing, others’ 
killed from being killed oneself.

Street Orders and Side Walks are

Unless something unforseen turns 
up it will be some time before Com- 
missioner Tupper can commence work 
building the new streets authorized by 
the City Council or to begin work 
building the permanent sidewalks, for 
the City treasurer was unable to get 
any bid for the bonds.

AS CHALLENGER 


Expected fo Bring Back the 
Quincy Challenge Cup

The races for the Quincy Yacht club 
Challenge cup will be sailed off Mar- 
blehead beginning Saturday, July 26, 
and will continue each day until one 
of the yachts has won three races. 
The Quincy club will be represented 
by ex-Commodore Charles F. Adams, 


2d, and it is expected that he will 
race the new sonder boat which was 


built this year but which as yet has 
not been named. The Harpoon which 
unsuccessfully defended the cup last 
year has been sold. 

Aside from the races for the Quincy 
cup, the races are expected to fur- 
fish the Eastern Yacht club. with 
some important knowledge as to the 
Felative speed of the sonder boats as 
the principal clubs, including the 
Eastern, Corinthian and Quincy have 
challenged for the cup.

Philadel- 
phia introduced it in 1815, Boston in 
1822 and New York in 1825. Gas is 
obtained from coal, which is heated in 
large retorts. The heavy gas drawn 
off passes by a pipe. called the hydrau- 
lic main, through a number of curved 
pipes called condensers, in which proc- 
ess coul tur and ammoniacal liquor 
condense und fall into a well. The 
gus passes to purifiers over slaked 
lime, which takes up sulphureted hy- 
droxen and carbonic acid. Itéds then 
headed downward to the gas holder, a 
large tank having its base resting on 
water und from which the gas is dis- 
tributed to the consumers. Certain by- 
products are obtuined in the course of 
mapufacture which are more valuable 
than the sus itself. These include 
coke, ammonia. aniline, phenol or car- 
bolic acid: naphthalene’ dyes. various 
artificial drugs and basic perfuwes.—

_of those prisons where boys are taught 


some trade by which to earn an hon- | 


living. There was a power 
house, with an engine to drive the ma- 
chinery in the other.,bnildings. Juve 
was interested in this.engine as soon 
as he saw it,and succeeded in getting 
himself assigned as a helper to the en- 
gineer. He began by shoveling coal 


into the furnace, but showed such ap- | 


titude for mechanics that he was ad- 


vanced to the post of assistant engi- | 


neer. 

To be more explicit about Joe's apti- 
tude, he was full of resource. Where | 
another person would take an erdinary 
way to accomplish a mechanical re- 
sult he would take a short way. The 
first notice that was taken of this fac- 
ulty was one day when a machine 
broke. A piece of work that was due 
to be finished at a certain time was 
dependent upon it. It would require 
some time to procure the broken part, 
and it seemed that the, work it waa 
doing must-stop. Joe suggested a way 
by which it might be temporarily re- 
paired and the work go on. His sug- 
gestion was acted upon and the work | 
finished in time. 

Joe became so infatuated with ma- 
chinery that he was anxious to get 
out into the world and become a ma- 
chinist. He was not a patient boy— 
few persons whose abilities are of the 
kind called genius are—so his inventive 
brain turned toward a method of es- 
cape from the reformatory that he 
might go to some place where his past 
would not be known and enter upon a 
career connected with machinery. 
thought over a number of plans by 
which he might get out of the prison, 
but none of them were practicable. 

But at last he hit upon an original 
conception, one that was allied to the 
of mechanics. Some mathe- 
knowledge was required to 
put it into practice, but there was a 


|school in the reformatory which the

showed a considerable aptitude in a 


| mathematical way.

; The power house was built against the

Beside this gearing was a window,

| and furnace room. 


One morning it eccurred to Joe that 
the belt might possibly be used as a 
conveyance to carry one to the win- 


to the ground outside the prison wall. 

Rut no one conld jump from the belt | 
|to the window without running the! 
risk of being dushed against it or fall- 
brick yard pavement below 
both. There was’ but one time 
when such a ride could be taken. 
That was when the steum had been 
shut off and the belt was slowing up 
to stopping its revolution. 
This was attended to by the engineer 
himself at 6 o'clock every workday 
evening, and there were usualy other 
persons, prisoners or officials, about 
during the closing hour; therefore the 
feat must be performed in presence of 
others. 

Joe found time when he was sup- 
posed to be studying to calculate a 
point where he could jump on to the 
belt, be carried to the window and 
stop there, though the basis of these 
calculations was obtained by watch- 
ing the belt revolve previous to stop- 
ping. noting especially the position of 
the lacing with reference to the point 
at which the belt must be boarded. 

He was months making these nota- 
tions and calculations and at last was 
| enabled to fix a point which many no- 
| tations at the closing hour showed al- 
ways stopped at the window. 

One evening when there was no one 
but the engtneer and Joe in the engine 
room the former saw the boy seize 
a coiled rope that he had kept ready 
for his purpose, jump on the belt, hold 
on to each edge, ride to the window 
and disappear. The engineer was too 
astonished to give an alarm, and 
whether he gave one at all was not 
settled at the investigation that fol 
lowed the daring feat. 

It was midwinter when Joe Green 
made his experiment, and it was not 
only dark without, but a snowstorm 
fvas raging. Joe was never heard of 
again, but a much respected and 
wealthy ~ contractor for machinery 
named Joseph Greer is living in Rio de 
Janeiro. He never talks about his 
boyhood, but has given away a for- 
tune for the betterment of boys who 
are deprived of a home training and 
has helped hundreds of young men 
who have served terms in prison to a 
means of earning an honest livelihood.

A letter of August, 1901, from’ M. 
€. Downs} who Mulhall said’ was’ sec- 
retary to the late Senator McComas 
of Maryland, related to the employ~ 
ment of two men in the treasury de- 
partment in Washington. Mulhall 
said the men for whom the employ- 
ment was secured were officers of the 
Moulders’ union in Baltimore. 

Edwin Booth, one of the men who 
was to get 2 Washington job, wrote 
to Mulhall about the work being done 
to*keep up the Workmen’s Protective 
association. Mulhall said this organi- 
zation was ‘Republican in politics. 
“We don’t propose to do anything for 
the Republican party this fail unless 
they do more for us,” he wrote. Both 
said the organization could put 200 
active political workers in the field.” 

A letter of July 12, 1903, to Mul- 
ball, as head of the Workmen’s Pro- 
tective association, from an officer in 
an ‘association of engineers in New 
York, was read. It said “Senator Mc- 
Comas has voted right in the interests 
of labor in every measure that has 
come before the United States sen- 
ate in the last six years.” : 

At this time, Mulhall said, Mar- 
shall Cushing was secretary of the 
National Association of Manufactur- 
ers. He had known Cushing in 1898 
when the latter was an editorial writer 
in New York, and Cushing came to 
see him in’ Washington, stating tnat 
he wanted to engage his services in’! 
doing organization work for the Na- 
tional Association of Manufacturers.

London July 14.+-Inflamed by re- 
ports of the herrors of Bulgarian 
atrocities, the Greek government is 
reported to have reptied to the Rus-

note Was supported by Great Britain. 

The Vienna corerspondent of the 
Central News reports that a Sofia mob 
stormed the offices of the government 
Officials, and that many were killed 
when the troops fired on the rioters. 
The secretary of the Bulgarian lega- 
tion here said he had received no mes- 
Sage from Sofia indicating a revolu- 


tionary outbreak cr any attempt upon 


the life of King Ferdinand.

Many men, 
women and children, he says, were 
found murdered or burned beyond 
recognition.

Wasuington, July 14.—‘The report 

of special examiners as to indications 

of criminal viclations of law found in 
the closed First-Second National bank 
of Pittsburg is now in the course of 
preparation by examiners and will be 
referred to the department of justice 
as soon as completed,” said Acting 

Comptroller of the Currency Kane. 
Kane added that there was no 

doubt the bank had been “grossly mis- 

managed,” but that no conclusion had 
been reached as to who might be 
prosecuted. 

Former Comptroller of Currency 
Murray, who approved the merger of 
the First and Second National banks, 
issued a statement denying that any 
national bank examiner had ever re- 
ported that the First National's capi- 
al, befvre the merger, was impaired.

In Bryan’s opinion his peace plan 
has now gone forward far enough to 
justify assuring the world that it is 
destined to be a success. 

Bryan's proposal is an amendment 
to his peace proposal submitted to the 
powers several months ago, provid- 
jing for the appointment of-an inter- 

national commission to study ques- 
tions of controversy, mending the re- 
port of which both contracting gov- 
ernments agree not to declare war or 
begin hostilities. This scheme has 
been accepted in principle by twenty 
£overnments,. 

Bryan’s new proposal, however, 
goes a step further and is designed to 
maintain the status quo of military 
und naval forces of the two countries, 
while the question of controversy is 
being discussed by the international 
commission.

In answer to Attorney Mc- 
Anarney, he said he knew when he 
placed the chair on thé sidewalk that 
he was obstructing a free passage- 
way. He said however that he did 
not know the sidewalk existed  be- 
cause of the absence of curbing. 

| David Baden, another member of 
the party, told the court that Com- 
missioner Tupper had told him per- 
mits to speak on public grounds were 
not issued but that if arrangements 
could be made with the police he had 
no objection’ After much questioning 
he admitted that a person walking 
along the sidewalk had to make a 
detour instead of proceeding straight 
ahead.

NATIVE AND FOREIGN BORN. 

In a number of our towns.we have 
recently witnessed somewhat. dis- 
turbed relations between the native 
and foreign elements. No matter how 
considerable these disturbances oc- 
casionally become, they all start from 
very small beginnings. 

In the past troubles have developed 
quickly because the foreigners had 
had no opportunity to learn the ideas 
and views of the better native element 
and because the best natives knew on- 
ly toa little of what was going on in 
foreigh circles. 

The committee 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
work among immigrants in the States 
of Massachusetts and Rhode Island 
conducts many classes and meetings 
every year. It is not the purpose of 
this article to deal with the subjects 
treated in those classes and meetings. 
We confine ourselves to pointing out 
the great value of this work as a 
force bringing together good repre- 
sentatives of the natives and of the 
foreigners. 

By long continued and frequent in- 
tercourse they get to know and under- 
stand each other. A friendly spirit 
rules. At present between four and 
five hundred teachers and lecturers, 
mostly volunteers, come into constant 
and regular contact with several thou- 
sands of the most desirable immi- 
grants. 

These four or five hundred ‘men 
gain an insight into the immigrant 
situation which will help them all 
their lives, in whatever 
they reside, to render service in deal- 
ing with difficult conditions, as they 
crop up, when they can be more éasily 
coped with than after all concerned 
are embitteréd. 

The knowledge of the thoughts, 
feelings and ways of immigrants that 

* such social workers gain is a valuable 
asset which can nevér be lost. 

On the other band, the large num- 
bers of immigrants, who get to know 
these social workers*intimately, will

OUR BAROMETER = 


Weather Forecasts Will Be 
Possible Months Ahead. 


TESTS WILL TAKE YEARS. 


Professor Frost, Director of Yerkes 
Observatory, Predicts That Future 
Scientists Will Be Able to Tell the 
Temperature Six Months In Ad- 
vance—Observe Sun Spots. 


Great interest is: mauifested among) 
scientists as the result of a published | 
statement of Professor Edwin B. Frost, 
director of the Yerkes observatory, to | 
the effect that it has been determined | 
that the “solar constant” is in fact a 
variable quautity and that the effect 
of the change is not uppreciable on 
eurth until as ldhg as six months after 
the change. 

For this reason Professor Frost is of 
the opinion that eventually it may be 
possible to determine general weather 
conditions that -far abead—in other 

words, that cureful observations of so- 

lar conditions will indicate what con- 
ditions may prevail on the earth Jater. 

In addition to the observations made 

by Professor Frost similar observa- 
j tions have been made by Professor H. 

H. Kimball for the government at the 

station on Mount Weather. 

In his statement Professor Frost de- 
| clares that careful observations indi- 
cate that the laté Professor S. P. Lang- | 
| ley placed his estimate for the amount ; 
of heat absorption by the earth at too 
high a figure. 

Professor Langley’s Devices. 

Professor Frost in his statement! 
comments on the ingenious devices in- | 
vented by Professor Langley, by which 
he weasured the sun’s heat, and on the 
pamorteie of C. G. Abbott and F. E.! 

Fowle. who for the past ten years 
bave been conducting their investiga- 
| tions at sea level and at Mount Whit- 
| ney “(14.500 feet) and Mount Wilson 
| (6,000 feet), in southern California. He 
goes on to say: 

“The most striking result of these in- | 
vestigations is the discovery by Ab- 
bott and Fowle that the ‘solar con- 
stant’ is not a constant, but a variable 
—in other words, that our sun is a 

ronan Star, Jike hundreds and thou- 

inds of others in the sky. 

vat Was nearly ten years ago that 
these investigators found evidence that 
the radiation of the sun wis not steady 
from day to day. and ten years of 
work has been devoted to determining 
whether these apparent variations 
were really in the sun or due to er- 
rors of observation or to fluctuation In 
| the absorption by the earth’s atmo- 
sphere. They now feel justified in 
; stating thet these fluctuations are real 
and are in the sun itself, amounting 
to 5 per cent or more in a period of a 
week or ten days. 

“Observations for sun spots have 
now been made long enough so that 
we know that they are more numerous 
every eleven years, slowly declining 
from a maximum number to a mini- 
mun umber about seven years later | 
and then rising again to a een 
about four years after the minimum. 

Importance of the. Discovery. 

“The importance of this discovery of 
the yarfation in the sun‘s heat is prob- 
ably obvious’ fo the reader. The in 
habitants of the earth are entirely de 
pendent for their existence upon the 
results of agricultural work, and noth- 
ing is more certain than that the ra- 
diation from the sun lies at the basts 
of the principal weather elements in 
the earth’s atmosphere. 

“It should not be inferred that a 
sudden startling change in the sun's 
radiation produces an immediate effect 
in the terrestrial temperatures. The 
earth’s atmosphere takes up these 
changes and gradually communicates 
them to the eartli’s surface. How svon 
and to what degree remain to be in- 
vestigated. 

“Continuous study, extended per- 
haps over many years, will be required 
to determine if these changes in ra- 
diafion can be predicted in adyance 
and if the laws can be determined 
which govern them. It is evidently a 
most practical problem, touc hing the 
interests of every inhabitant of the 
earth.” 


TRAMPS HAVE NERVE. 


When Offered Work on Farm They In- 
dulge In Merry Persiflage. 

Within the past fortnight iSneas of 
ficials have had calls from twenty 
towns asking what to do with a sur- 
plus of tramps. At Clay Center, Kan., 
twenty “sons of rest” were loafing in 
the park: When a farmer offered 
them $3 a day to work in the harvest 
they demanded $3.50.

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AMONG OUR EXCHANGES. 


—The fire insurance is not on a sat- 
isfactory basis in this country. It 
shows the effect of laxness of laws as 
regards official supervision, and lax- 
ness of. business methods within the 
companies themselves. In the Unit- 
ed States the average rate is about 
$1.11 per $100 of insured value. In 
Nofway it is 46 cents, in Sweden 40 
cents, in Austria-Hungary 30 cents, 
and in Germany 2 1-2 cents. But 
all is not grist that goes to the Amer- 
ican inSurance mill for the reason 
that losses in this country are greater 
than in the European ‘countries. .The 
loss paid on every $100 of insurance in 
the United States is 64 cents; in Nor- 
way, 24 cents; Sweden, 21 cents; 
Austria-Hungary, 16 cents, and Ger- 
many, 12 cents. 

The companies are making about 
the same margin of profit in this 
country as are the compani¢s in the 
foreign field, but, as will be seen, 
there is a tremendous waste on this 
side. This is almost entirely within 
the control of the companies, They 
permit irresponsible agents who, in 
their zeal for commissions, or because 
they do not take the trouble to make 
necessary inspections, to insure risks; 
in which the hazard is great, and 
which by no chance could secure pro- 
tection abroad. The result of this is 
that the honest purchaser of insu- 
rance must pay the higher rate. 
in many other fields where there are 


abuses, it is the unorganized public | 


that must hold the sack. - Legislative 
bodies may not always get off on the 
right foot, but the fact that they are 
beginning to give attention to this 
great institution of insurance is a 
promising sign.—Haverhill Gazette.

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LIMA BEANS OUT OF SEASON. 
FE you like lima beans you may eD- 
joy them in midwinter as well as 
summer, thanks to the admirable

A Rich Stew. 

When boiling or stewing the beans, 
into a half pint of Hquid from the 
beans drop two tablespoontuls of but- 
ter braided with two of flour and stir 
constantly. adding .enongh milk to 
make a sauce of the right consistency. 
Into this put the beans, which have 
been drained. and let them cook long 
enough In ft to be thoroughly ‘seasoned 
by it At the last moment add another 
good tablespoonful of butter. 

Browned [Iima Benns.— Put lima 
beans that bave been kept simmering 
| until well done into a baking dish. 
Stir together one cupful of boiling wa- 
ter, one-half teaspoonful of salt, two 
teaspoonfuls of molasses, one of sugar. 
one of mustard and one of vinegar. 
Pour over the beans, cover them and 
bake for one hour. Take off cover, add 
one tablespoonful of butter and allow 
to brown before removing from oven. 


A Simple Process. 

Lima Beans With Butter Sauce.— 
Take large lima beans, either dried or 
canned. ‘The best way to prepare the 
dried ones is to place the desired 
amount of beans ip a pan of cold wa- 
ter, allow the water to become warm 
—not hot—stand aside, cover and let 
the beans soak until ready to cook. At 
luncheon time add salt to taste and 
nough water to cook them until they 
are tender. Dress with melted butter. 
Cream of Lima Bean Soup.—Take a 
cupful of dried lima beans, wash and 
soak them overnight in a quart of cald 
water. Boil slowly until tender, add- 
ing a little more water if needed while 
‘ooking. Mash through a sieve, season 
with a teaspoonfni of salt, a dash each 
of cayenne and white pepper, two 
tablespoonfuls of minced celery; re- 
turn to the fire. Add a pint of fresh 
milk, an even tablespoonful of butter 
creamed with one scant tablespoonful 
of flour, to be stirred In and cooked 
for five minutes before soup is taken 
from fire.

Jourt Sustains Bequest of $500,000 
Made by Ardent Royalist 

Saint Gaudens, France, July 16.— 
King Alfonso of Spain will soon be 
able to enjoy a windfall! of $590,000 
bequeathed to him by Albert Sapene, 
formerly mayor of a smali town near 
Tollon, who died in an asylum some 
time ago. 

The civil court here pronounced 
judgment uprolding the Sapene will, 
which his sister and ‘other next of 
kin had sought to have set aside on 
the plea that he was insane when he 
made a will in which he disinherited 
his sister. 

The court held that while Sapene 
had suffered from the mania of per- 
secution, he had shown that he was 
fully able to conduct his business and 
had a valid reason in an old family 
quarrel for disinhertting his sister. 

It was because he was an ardent 
Royalist that the testator chose King 
Alfonso as a beneficiary.

REFINING SUGAR. © 
Process by Which the Best White 
Products Are Obtained. 

The method used by the best sugar 
refineries is subtsantially as follows: 
The raw sugar is dissolved in large 
cisterns on the ground floor, enough 
hot water being added to produce a 
specific gravity of 1.25. The solution 
is then drawn through a connecting 
pipe having a coarse wire strainer into 
large pumps, by which it is pumped 
into the highest story of the building. 
usually the seventh or eighth. It there 
passes into vessels heated by steam 
coils to a temperature of about 210 F. 
Milk of lime Is added to the solution in 
these pans for the purpose of neutral- 
izing any acid which it may contain. 

From these pans the liquid passes 
down to the next floor, where it is fil- 
tered through a series of bags, each 
made of two thicknesses of cloth, an 
outer one of coarse and an Inner one 
of fine cotton. The bags are inclosed 
in boxes to prevent cooling. After 
leaving these the sirup is run through 
filters of boneblack. which absorbs all 
the coloring matter left in it. After 
leaving these it is pumped into vacuum 
pans—large vessels heated by steam 
and exhausted by air pumps. The 
pressure being thus reduced. the liquid 
is boiled at a lower and lower tempera- 
ture until, at 140 degrees, evaporation 
is complete and the*sirup rapidly crys- 
tallizes into sugar. 

This is the process by which the 
best white sugar is made, while poor- 
er qualities are prepared by a method 
less complete.—St. Louis Republic.

Four New England Congressmen Were 
Under the Ban—Large Sum Raised 
In Indiana to Defeat Watson— 
teresting Letter From Maine Man 
Who Worked With Mulhall 


Washington, July 16.—Representa- 
tives Gardner of Massachusetts, 
Hinds of Maine, Foster of Vermont | 
and Reilly of Connecticut were New 
England members of congress on the 
so-called “black list” of the National 
Association of Manufacturers, accord- 
ing to the testimony given by Martin 
M. Mulhall, former agent of the as- 
sociation, at yesterday’s session of 
the senate lobbby investigating com- 
mittee. 

The committee continued its exam- 
fnation into Mulhall’s correspondence. 
Mulhall identified 410 letters, tele- 
grams and memoranda put in the 
record by the committee. Mulhall’s 
attention was directed almost exclu- 
sively to the last half of the year 1907 
and the first part of 1908. 

He was jumped from Maine to Mis- 
souri; from Baltimore to Indianapolis 
and up to Cleveland in those few 
months. He told, or his letters did, 
of an effort to aid politically former 
Congressman James E. Watson of 
Indiana, and of how well he knew 
former Senator Beveridge. He told 
of another visit to Maine and of an-| 
other effort to give political assistance 
to former Congressman Littlefield of 
that state. 

He mentioned again former Presi- 
dent Taft, the late Vice President 
Sherman, the late James W. Van 
Cleve of the National Association of 
Manufacturers and other men ‘promi- 
nently connected at cone time or other 
with that organization. 

Senaior Reed introduced a memo- 
Tandum which Mulhall said was a} 
“black lst” of congressmen. Mul- 
hall thought it had been prepared by 
former Representative Watson. It 
contained a large number of names, 
among which were the four New Eng- | 
landers previously mentioned. 

The witness thought about $22,000 
raised in Indiana for the; 
Watson campaign and a letter read just | 
before adjournment last night told of| 
“three millionaires” in the state, one|

| of whom was willing to spend $100,- 


000 to defeat Watson. The letter did 
not identify the millionaires and the 
committee did not ask who they were. 
Mulhall told of how he broke a} 
strike of shoe workers in St. Louis. 
He swore that $3000 had been turned 
over to him by F. C. Schwedtman, 
secretary to Van Cleve, to pay to the 
strike leader to end the difficulty. 
Senator Reed read a letter a letter 
| to Mulhall from Dr. G. L. Crockett 
of Thomaston, Me., dated July 4, 
Crockett was one of tHe men 


to re-elect former Congressman Lit- 
tlefield. The doctor’s letter was in 
part:

Important action was taken by the 
Massachusetts Civil Service Commis- 
sion at its meeting Tuesday, when it 
voted to do away with the positions of 
local examiners in the cities outside 
of Boston, and to appoint instead a lo- 
cal representative of the commission 
in these cities. The local examiners 
in Quincy were appointed when the 
city accepted the civil service act and 
placed its firemen, policemen, clerks, 
janitors, etc., under the civil service 
rule. They practically served without 
pay, their main duty being to meet 
once a year and mark some of the ex- 
amination papers for which they re- 
ceived a small remuneration.

Manager of the Taft campaign in 
1908, and Frank H. Hitcheock, one- 
time chairman of the Republican na- 
tional committee and postmaster gen- 
eral in Taft’s calgnet. 

Mulhall] also launched into a sen- 
sational attack on the National Coun- 
cil of Industrial Defense, an organ- 
ization formed within the National 
Association of Manufacturers, and 
designed to finance strike-breaking 
and lobbying. “Its income amounts 
to nearly three-quarters of a million 
& year,” he declared, “and — this 
money is paid out for work with which 
the National Association of Manufac- 
turers does not want to be publicly 
connected.

| Why Elephants Fear Mice.

he might have in his pockets? Turtles, 
tadpoles, snakes. any old monster, 
might be there. He was on the friend- 
Hest terms with things ill reputed, 
even abhorrent. and could not under- 
stand the qualms of the delicate. He 
was said to bave held up once in all 
innocence, before a class of school- 
girls, a wriggling snake. The shrieks 
and confusion brought him to a sense 
of what he bad done. He apologized 
elaborately, the foreign peculiarity he 
never lost running through his con- 
fusion. ‘Poor girls, I vill not do it 
again. Next time I vill bring in a 
nice, clean leetle feesh.’ Agassiz took 
no pleasure in sbocking his class. On 
the contrary, he was most anxious to 
engage and hold them.”

The Rosetta Stone, 

The Rosetta stone was found in 1794 
by a French engineer officer in an ex- 
cavation made near Rosetta. It has 
an inscription in three different lan- 
guages, the hieroglyphic, the demotie 
and the Greek. [t was erected 195 
B. C. in honor of Ptolemy Epiphanes 
becuuse he remitted the dues of the 
priestly body. The great value of the 
Rosetia stone lies in the fact that it 
furnished the key whereby the Egyp- 
tian Lieroglypbics were deciphered.

The armored cruiser Washington 
has arrived in Weymouth Back River 
for the purpose of delivering am- 
munition to the new government mag- 
azine at Hingham, This is the first 
visit of the cruiser to this port and in 
addition to delivering ammunition she 
will also take on some. The Wash- 
ington is commanded by Commander 
F. L. Chadwick. 

Up to the time of the completion of 
the new bridge over the Back river be- 
tween North Weymouth and Hingham 
it was impossible for a vessel of the 
size of the Washington to pass 
through the draw, although the chan- 
nel was deep enough to accommodate 
her.

They showed that officials of the as- 
sociation were in constant touch with 


years, 


the Republican leaders before and 
through the convention. Lawyer 
James E. Emery was “in touch” with 


the chairman of the resolutions com- 
mittee ten days before the convention 
actually assembled. The president 
and executive board attended the con- 
vention, and when its ticket was se- 
lected all of the resources of the N. 
A. M. were brought into play to aid 
the ticket nominating Taft and Sher- 
man. 

The exhibits also indicated that the 
association fought hard in 1909 to 
save Judge Jenkins in the Eleventh 
Wisconsin district from defeat at the 
hands of the Progressives. 

Some of the letters introduced yes- 
terday dealt with former President 
Roosevelt's indorsement of the candi- 
dacy of Mr. Taft, then secretary of 
war. In a letter to Schwedtman, 
'secretary of the manufacturers, in 
| April, 1908, Mulhall quoted the late 
Vice President Sherman as saying that 
the fight then raging on Speaker 
Cannon was a “dirty deal by the White 
House against the speaker.” 

“Watsen states,” wrote Mulhall, 
“that the president (Roosevelt) is 
moving heaven and earth to nominate 
Taft, and he is willing to sacrifice the 
Sherman law and every law to please 
the trusts and please Wall street so 
that he can get their support for his 
candidate.” 

The former workings of the Nation- 
al Council of Industrial Defense, the 
“paper” organization which has 
financed legislative lobbying under 
the direction of the N. A. M. and al- 
lied organizations, are to be shown 
to the public. The names of every 
person and organization contributing 
to its expenses are to be revealed. 

The senate lobby probe committee, 
incensed at the manner of J. B. Bird, 
general manager of the N. A. M., 
and treasurer of the council, when 
called to the stand, has decided that 
all facts regerding this organization, 
which Lobbyist Mulhall says has an 
income of between one-half and 
three-quarters of a million dollars 
yearly, shall be revealed. 

An accountant went to work yes- 
terday on the books of the organiza- 
tion and of the N. A. M., which 
were turned over to the probers by 
the officials of the twin organizations 
under a subpoena, and it is expected 
the committee will have a summary of 
the accounts ready to introduce as 
soon as Mulhall completes his story. 

Inasmuch as it has been practically 
decided that cross examination of 
Mulhall shall be limited to members 
of the committee, it is hoped his ex- 
aminetion will be ccncluded by Tues- 
day of next week. He will be fol-

Old historic Quincy settled in 1625 
has much of interest to visitors 
When Braintree was incorporated in 
1640, the territory now known as 
Quincy, was a part. In 1792 Quincy 
became an independent town, and in 
1888 was incorporated as a city. 

Quincy was named in honor of Col 
John Quincy, descendant in the third 
generation from Edmund, 2¢, who set- 
tled in Quincy, in 1634; grand-father 
of Abigail (Smith) Adams, the wife 
and mother of a President of the Uni- 
ted States.

London, July 18.—Greek, Servian! 
and Roumanian armies are rapidly | 

closing in on Bulgaria. From Bel- | 
grade came an official report that the | 
Serbs stormed Julikamik, K: arkusten- | 
dili, yesterday, routing the Bulgarian 
right wing. The casualties were | 
enormous, it was steted. 

The advance of the Roumnenians} 
continues unopposed, and the Bul- | 
garians sank two torpedo boats and! 
their steamers in-the Danube to pre- 
prevent the Roumanians from captur- 
ing them. King Charles, the 74- 
year-old monarch of Roumania, has 
gone to the front. 

Roumania has made no official dec- 
laration as to how far her troops will 
advance, but the powers believe the 
line bounding the territory King 
Charles claims as a reward for neu- 
trality in the Turko-Balkan war will 
not be crossed. 

The Roumanians yesterday took 
possession of the cable station at Var- 
na on the Black sea, and thus con- 
trol communication with Sebasto- 
pol. As the railway between the coast 
and Sofia also has been cut, Bulgaria 
cannot communicate with the outside 
world except through Servia and Rou- | 
mania. The railway igs the only route 
over which provisions can be brought 
and the Bul- 
garian army, therefore, runs the risk | 
of starving. 

Advices from Sofia declare Thrac- 
jan Christians are fleeing toward Bul- 
garian territory before the advance of 
Turkish troops. The Ottoman troops 
are advancing in three columns and 
reports say one division is already 
seventy miles beyond the Enos- 
Media line, the new boundary of 
Turkey established by the London 
treaty.

The show lasted five days, and five 
thousand persons turned out to do 
homage to the winners, when Col. 
Cody (“Buffalo Bill”) rode round the 
open arena of Denver’s famous stock 
yards with the two prize winners 
perched on the saddle in front of him. 

Beneath all the ceremonies ran a 
mighty undercurrent of parental pride 
and anxiety. The wife of the White 
Wing was just an anxious to secure a 
practical education in motherhood as 
the wife of the lawyer, civil engineer 
or shopkeeper, “Better Babies” had 
become a slogan alike on farm, ranch 
and in city dwellings, though the more 
intelligent mothers entered their chil- 
dren for the purpose of securing a 
score card and profiting by the advice 
of experts rather than for honors and 
prizes.

One of the most encouraging fea- 
tures of this movement for better 
babies is that children counted out as 
unfit for entrance at one contest fre-

LOBBY WANTED 
GOMPERS’ HELP 


Would SHave Him Desert Labor 
Cause, According to Mu'hall 


PLANS CUTLIN:D GY BROWNELL 


Witness Says Van Cleave Left New 
York In a Hurry When Plans Fell 
Through—Declares Witnesses Have 
Been Intimated Since They Have 
Been Brought to Washington 


Washington, July 19.—Martin M. 
Mulhall yesterday gave the senate 
lobby investigating 
story of the alleged effort in 1907 and 
1908 to bribe Samuel Gompers to de- 
sert the cause of labor and support 
the policies advocated by the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers. He 
admitted he had no positive informa- 
tion that an attempt to bribe Gompers 
had actually been made, but he said 
Atherton Brownell of New York had 
outlined the plans to him and had told 
him of what was to be done. 

Mulhall ‘was excused late yesterday 
afternoon until Monday en the ground 
that he was tired after a week of con- 
tinuous testimony. 

The committee opened the Gompers 
incident when newspaper clippings 
appeared showing that Gompers had 
made the bribery charges before a 
court in 1908, and that President Van 
Cleave of the manufacturers’ assccia- 
tion had denied all connection with 
them. Mulhall said he had been re- 
ferred by Van Cleave and Schwedt- 
man to Brownell in New York, who 
claimed to be conducting a  pub- 
licity bureau for the association. 

Brownell told him, he said, that a 
man named Brandenberg was follow- 
ing Gompers; that they had a plan 
fixed up by which they expected to 
“get” the labor leader; and that they 
were positive they could not fail. 
Mulhall said he warned them they 
would not succeed and later advised 
Van Cleave to the same effect. 

Van Cleave left'New York sudden- 
ly, the witness sald, after telling him 
that he had nearly “fallen into a 
trap.” 

“He said they wanted him to go 
dewn town to meet those people; but 
he got a tip not to go,” said Mulhall. 
“He told me he thought Brownell had 
more sense than to go into a trap of 
that kind.” 

This was the extent of Mulhall’s 
knowledge of the matter, but he in- 
Sisted that: from the previous in- 
formation he had he knew the plan 
that had been on foot to force Gom- 
pers into signing a document that 


| would insure his’ future action. 


The Gompers story and an unex- 
pected outburstfrom Mulhall, who 
complained that officers of the Nation- 
al Association of Manufacturers were 
trying to “stare him out of counte- 
nance,” were the enlivening features 
of a day in which the self-confessed 
“lobbyist” identified several hundred 
mcre of the letters relating to cam- 
paign and legislative activities. 

Proceedings were running smoothly 
when Robert McCarter, attorney for 
the manufacturers’ association, tried 
to interrupt and ask Mulhall a ques- 
tion. The committee has thus far 


permitted no questioning by outside | 


attorneys. 

“I refuse to answer any questions 
from that man,” shouted Mulhall. 
“Further, IT want to tell the commit- 
tee that those men at that table have 
Kept some one there continually to 
stare steadily at me while I have been 
Cn the stand. I think it is a con- 
temptible trick. The  ex-president 
(John Kirby, Jr.) relieved Mr. 
Emery at the job a little while ago.” 

Members of the committee tried to 
soothe the witness and Acting Chair- 
man Bankhead mildly suggested that 
Mulhall look at him instead of at his 
antagonists. Mulhall admitted he 
Was somewhat nervous, but insisted 
that witnesses have been intimidated 
since they were brought to Weshing- 
ton “outside as well as inside this 
committee room.”

Quincy was honored Saturday by a 
Visit from a former townsman, who 
has made good in Concord, N. H., 
which city he is at present serving for 
the fifth consecutive year as mayor. 
The gentleman in question is Charles 
French who when he resided in Quin- 
cy was employed as a granite cutter 
by McDonnell & Sons. He left Quincy 
27 years ago and turned up. in Con- 
cord, N. H., where after a time he en- 
tered politics. 

Six years ago he was. the 
cratic candidate for mayor but 
suffered defeat. The following year 
he came out as an independent candi- 
date and stumped the city. His plat- 
form was a reduction in the debt and 
tax rate and increase of wages for the 
workmen. On this platform he won 
cut by a large plurality, and so suc- 
cessful was his administration that 
he has teen reelected every year 
since, and says that he is out for the 
nomination and election next fall and 
that he is going to win again. 

He immediately started in by giving 
the city a business administration and 
during his reign as chief executive he 
has not only raised the wages of the 
firemen, police and city laborers but 
has steadily reduced the indebtedness 
of the city, and what is more, has suc- 
ceeded in reducing the tax rate from 
$25 per $1,000 to $15 per $1,000. 

His visit Saturday was to inspect 
the auto chemical apparatus, as his 
city is agitating the purchase of simi- 
lar apparatus.

Furthermore, hints from Europe

Huerta government, founded on in- 
| trigue and assassination, is weak, has 
; caused him to withhold recognition. 
William B: Hale, biographer and 
trusted friend of President Wilson, 
; has sent confidential reports of the 
| Mexican situation to Washington. 
| Persons who have talked with Hale 
assert that these reports are at wide 
| variance with the officiai accounts of 
conditions furnished by Ambassador 
| Wilson, and hint that Hale's dis- 
|closures are of most startling de- 
| scription. 

While it is not denied that the am-

ministration in perplexity as to the

HERE can be no doubt that the prosperity of the country—the entire 
people—is based on the quantity of produce RAISED ON THE

PRACTICE OF ORDERING MANY OF HIS NEEDS FROM STORES IN 
OTHER CITIES, MORE PARTICULARLY THE LARGE MAIL ORDER 
HOUSES, IS A ‘WELL KNOWN FACT. 


Not a day passes that goods of almost every description, from soaps to 
farm implements, including gasoline enziues, minure spreaders, seed planters, 
cream separators, cooking stoves und ranges, clothing. groceries and what not, 
are seen in our depots and express offices addressed to local farmers. 

MR. FARMER, DO YOU THINK IT RIGHT TO COME TO TOWN WITH 
A LOAD OF PRODUCE AND SELL IT TO THE MERCHANTS OF YOUR 
MARKET PLACE AND THEN TAKE THE MONEY HE PAYS YOU AND 
SEND IT TO SOME MAIL.ORDER HOUSE AND BUY .GOODS THAT 
YOU COULD BUY JUST AS CHEAPLY AT HOME AS FROM A MAIL 
ORDER HOUSE AND HAVE THE FURTHER SATISFACTION OF SEE- 
ING WHAT YOU BUY? + ; 

You may say, “Oh, well, I sold my butter and eggs to the groceryman, 
but he doesn’t handle clothing!” Yes; but. my farmer friend. if the clothing 
man does not sell his clothing be must go out-of business, and the groceryman 
loses a good customer, his: business is: curtailed, and be then must needs buy 
less of your produce. You are just as much in duty bound to buy your cloth- 
ing, your hardware, your farm tools and other necessities from your home 
market as if these merchants all dealt in your wares first hand.

DEPENDENT, AND ON THEIR SUCCESS DEPENDS YOUR SUCCESS. 


A certain goéd farmer in this county ordered a corn planter from a mail 
crder house and, owing to deiays_in freights. did not get his planter in time 
to do his planting while a good.spell.of aeather: waS.on. However, it finally 
came. He got it to the farm, set it-up and started in with his planting. 
Through carelessness or oversight’ a’;smali- gravel got in one of the holes 
through which the corn drops and there Jo@ged, with the result that the plate 
was broken. . This put the planter‘out of commission: The farmer had to stup 
his corn planting and come to town-to see if he-could get another plate. We 
called on the hardware stores and implement dealers, but as none of them 
carried these mail order house planters in stock he could find no plate, and 
the final result was he was forced to follow the plow and drop his corn by 
hand. Had he purchased his planter from a home merchant he could easily 
have got theypecessary repairs and not been delayed. It certainly was more 
costly. to the farmer than if he had paid his home implement dealer many 
dollars more. Furthermore, the implement dealer had been buying corn every 
season from this farmer who bought his planter from a mail order house. 

Every dollar you send to a mail order house is taken out of local circula- 
tion entirely, and the good of it is lost forever. IT HURTS YOU IN THE 
LONG RUN just as much’as any ove. Therefore, before you order anything 
else from out of your home town go to town and see if you can find what you 
want, or if you can't get to town telephone a merchant, and if it is a small: 
package be will send it out by parcel post. If it isn't satisfactory send it 
back. Merchants guarantee the goods they sell just as well as mail order’ 
houses. There is not a local merchant who will not treat you right. Give 
him a chance and he will « ateit nw Tey TEA Oe.

Much water has flowed unger Lon- 
don bridge since the British criminal 
could defy the strong arm of the law 
by the single expedient of escaping to 
the nemrest church or‘ hospital and 
claiming the protection of the “sanctu- 
ary,” for down to the early Stuart 
days Great Britain had thousands of 
just such refuges for the criminal, 
from cathedrals and roya! palaces to 
scores of towns and cities. where the 
man guilty of felony could laugh with 
impunity at the officers of law and 
justice for a period ranging up to| 
forty days.

taken home to die. 

Mrs. King and the four sons were 
at the bedside when the end came. 
Superintendent Blael-stone and Medi- 
cal Director Emerson of the hospital 
were also there. They had been do- 
ing their utmost all day to relieve the 
dying man and to make matters as 
easy as possible for the family.. 

The dying man suffered greatly but 
his agonies were relieved by intervals 
of easier condition. He cculd talk 
very little with his wife and sons. As 
the end came his sufferings abated 
ard he passed away to a_ peaceful 
death. 

A desperate effort to get King par- 
dcned failed when Attorney General 
Swift ruled that mentbers of the goy- 
erncr’s council could net legaity give} 
their approval to the pardon over the 
telephone.

Secretary Bryan van Submits It to 
Foreign Representatives.

INDORSED BY PRESIDENT. 


Proposal, With Supplementary Memo- 
randum, Calls For investigation by 
an International Commission of Dis- 
putes of “Whatever Character and 
Nature”—Text of Plan. 


The state department has just made 
public in Washington the text of the 
| proposal of the president and secretary 
of state to the nations of the world for 
universal peace. The proposal, with 
the supplementary memorandum, hand- 
ed to the representatives in Washing- 
ton from foreign governments is: 

The parties hereto agree that all 
questions of whatever character and 
nature in dispute between them shall, 
when diplomutie efforts fail, be sub- 
mitted for investigation und report to 
an international commission (the com- 
position to be agreed upon), and the 
coutracting parties agree not to de- 
clare war or begin hostilities until such 
investigation is made and report sub- 
| mitted. 

Secretary Bryan's Plan. 

The investigation shall be conducted 
as A matter of course upon the initia- 
| tive of the commission without the for- 
mality of a request from either party. 
|The report shall be submitted within 
(time to be agreed upon) from the date 
of the submission of the dispute, but 
the parties hereto reserve the right to 
act independently on the subject mat- 
ter in dispute after the report is sub- 

mitted. Secretary Bryan's plan is: 

“In the peace plan proposed by the 
president to all the nations the com- 
position of the international commis- 
sion is left to agreement between the 
parties, and I am authorized to sug- 
gest for the consideration of those who 
ure willing to enter into this agree- 
ment: 

“First.—That the international com- 
mission be of five members, to be com- 
posed as follows: One member from 
each of the contracting countries, to 
be chosen by the government; one 
member to be chosen by each of the 
contracting countries from some other 
country, and the fifth member of the 
commission to be agreed upon by the 
two governments, the commission to 
be appointed as soon as convenient aft- 
er the making of the treaty, vacancies 
to. be filled according to the original 
appointment. 

“Second.—_The time also is to be 
agreed upon, and it is suggested that 
that time be one year. If a year is 
cousidered too long or too short this 
government will consider eltber a 
greater or a less period. 

Providing For Emergencies. 

“Third.—This government is prepared 
to cousider the question of maintain- 
ing the status quo us to military and 
naval preparations during the period 
of investigation if the contracting na- 
tion desires to include this, and this 
governinent suggests tentatively that 
the parties agree that there shall be no 
change in the military and naval pro- 
gram during the period of investigation 
unless danger tu one of the contracting 
parties from a third power compels a 


chunge In sald program. in which case 
the party feeling itself menaced by a 
third power shall confidentially com- 
municute the nutter in writing to the 
other contracting purty, and it sball 
thereupon be released from the obliga- 
tion vot to change its military or naval 
program, and this release will at the 


same time operate us a release of the 
other contracting party. This protects 
each party from the otber in ordinary 
cases and yet provides freedom of ac- 
tion in emergencies. 

“All of these suggestions, however, 
are presented for consideration and not 
with the intention of imposing any 
fixed conditions. The principle of in- 
vestigation being accepted, the details 
are mutters fur conference and consid- 
eration.”

offer was a barbecue and those whc 
partook of one of Barre’s barbecue's 
several years ago do not want to re- 
peat the experiment. 

As now planned, and as will be car- 
ried out, the delegates to the conven- 
tion will be met in Boston on the 
morning of August 22 with automo-

Now Epidemic 
on Water St. 


The carelessness of families infect- 
ed with diphtheria in the Water street 
section, between Franklin street and 
Quincy. avenue, and in some cone 
their utter disregard of quarantine re- 
gulations, has resulted in the placing 
of one of the stiffest propositions in 
the way of the Quincy Board of Health ! 
that they have been confronted with 
for some years. 

Monday, Dr. Fred E. Jones, chair- 
man of the board, made a requisition 
on Chief of Police Burrell for a police 
officer to be stationed in the vicinity 
io strictly enforce the law requiring 
people living in houses which are in- 
habited by patients to remain within 
the precincts of their home. 

A few weeks ago similar measures 
were introduced and when a decrease 
became noticeable in diphtheria cases 
he officer was relieved from further 
duty. Now, however, people who act- 
2d as carriers before that officer was 
assigned to the district, have been 
che cause of new cases breaking out 
and today there are 10 known diphthe- 
ria cases which are dangerous from 
the contagion standpoint. 

When the disease first made its ap- 
pearance among the Italian families 
there seemed to be no unusual spread 
since a firm regard for the quarantine 
regulations was held by the families, 
but on the first. signs of cure they 
sommenced acting «as germ carriers. 
't was then that more than the nor- 
mal number of cases were reported 
‘o the board. 

Dr. Jones has been spending con- 
siderable time in the district, trying to 
tind out the real cause of the spread of 
the disease, and it is his conclusion 
hat people were not obeying the 
strict letter of the law. He there- 
fore made the requisition for the officer 
to be stationed there in hopes of stop- 
jing theneighborhood calling which | 
las been carried on by relatives and 
riends, regardless of the disease. 

Most of the families affected are 
italians, although several cases were 
‘eported in the homes of other peo- 
ole.

REBELLION IN SOUTHERN CHINA 


Prospect 
Crushed, 


That It Will Be 


as Yuan Has Money, 


Aid Him !n Suppressing Secession- 
ists, Who Are Badly Trained 


Pekin, July 23.—Trade throughout 
southern China has been dislocated 
by the proclamation of the independ- 
ence of the province of Kwang-Tung. 
In Canton great anxiety has been 
created, stores have been closed, and 
many merchants have telegraphed to 
shippers not to consign goods here 
for the present. 

Many persons have left Canton in 
junks, and others have gone north on 
foot. Thousands more have flocked 
into the Portuguese ccl/ny of Macao, 
and into Honk Kong, among the lat- 
ter being. cfficials who have retired 
from their posts carrying with then 
millions of. dollars in silver and pa- 
per money. 

There is a strong feeling of resent- 
ment throughout the southern prov- 
inces against the policy of provisiona! 
President Yuan Shi Kai, but it is felt 
in some quarters that it will be im 
possible to resist him for long, as he 
commands a large trained army, 
possesses money, and has the sup- 
port of the great powers. 

The fact that the merchants of 
Hong Kong do not sympathize with 
the independence movement is re- 
garded amcng foreign: obrervers as 9 
sign that the revolt will be shoft 
lived. 

It was not evpe ted in Canton that 
the province of Kwang-Si weuld fol- 
low the example of Kwang-Tung. A 
false rumor, however, was circulate? 
that the governor of Kwang-Si ha‘ 
fled to Hong Kong on board a British 
vessel. 

Governor Chang Hsun of Kwang- 
Tung secretly visited Hong Kong ov 
Friday, but has since» ,returned 
Former Governor Wu Hon-Min o 
Kwang-Tupz, who was at one time 
; 8ecretary to Dr. Sun Yat Sen, also 
has gone back. 

Before. the proclamation of inde- 

peridence Governor Chang Héun, who 
was appointed to the post only two 
| weeks ago by Ynan Shi Kai, ad- 
| dressed the assembly at Canton, de- 
claring his disapPreval of the policy of 
| independence for Kwang-Tung which 
had been introduced. A few of the 
members supported him with speech- 
es, but the motion was carried and in- 
dependence proclaimed. 
; Governor Chang Hsun during his 
short period of. office had applied to 
Pekin for $10,000,000 to place the 
finances of the province on a stable 
footing. On Friday last he received 
from the central government $1,500,- 
000 for this purpose, and’he contends 
| that plenty of money is available. 

It is the general belief that a fight 
will occur on the arrival of General 
; Lung’ and that the 60,000 secession- 
| ist troops, who are for the most part 
| badly trained and undisciplined, will 
not offer much resistance. 

Severa] Chinese war vessels are 
awaited at Canton and the, British 
| fleet has been strengthened by the ar- 
rival of several units. A strict cen- 
sorship has in the meantime been es- 
tablished over all telegrams.

Most of the damage was done by 
smoke, heat and water. The jewelry 
store of Pettengill and Campany, ad- 
joining, was dense with smokeand it 
is thought that much damage will re- 
sult from the tarnishing of certain 
stock. Many gallons of ice cream in 
the basement of Emanuel’s store were 
melted. 

The big fire started in the basement 
of the Payson, Mitchell store, where 
the wardrobe service is conducted. It 
is thought that fire started in a heap 
of waste papers in the southeast cor- 
ner of the basement. No cause is 
ascribed for the fire, though it is 
thought that gasoline or some other 
explosive ignited the paper. The 


ing apparel began to burn, the smoke 
became exceedingly thick. Great 
amounts of water were consumed to 
quench the fire, but the excessive 
smoke wrought more damage than a 
big conflagration. 

When the fire was under control, 
a number of onlookers gained en- 
trance into the store and it was said 
that many bystanders started to help 
themselves to whatever wares appeal- 
ed to them. Chief Litchfield was soon 
to notice the situation and in order to 
prevent any loots being made, ordered 
the police to drive all from the build- 
ing who were not connected with the 
fire department. 

The store will be closed for a few 
days, until the insurance company 
aggregates the loss.

Heavy Loser 


Flames shooting into the air from 
the rear of the brick block of Dr. J. 
F. Welch in City Square about mid- 
night Saturday attracted a passerby 
who sounded box 24 for the first time 
since it has been installed. Before the 
department succeeded in extinguishing 
the fire it had done nearly $6,000 wortb 
of damage in the basement. The 
smoke and water damage to the stock 
of the Payson Mitchell Co., is esti- 
mated at about $6000. The stock of 
the jewelry store of C. F. Pettengill, 
the adjoining store was damaged 
about $1000. 

The fire is thought to have started 
in a rubbish pile in the rear of the 
basement used by the tailoring de- 
partment. The flames shot up through 
an airshaft to the roof and ate through 
the partitions separating the base- 
ments of the Payson and Pettengill 
stores. 

Four lines of hose were laid by the 
apparatus which arrived promptly 
Nearly all the call men in the city 
responded and immediately went to 
work to check the progress of the fire. 
damage to the stock of the Payson 
Mitchell Co., is estimated at about 
$6000. The stock of the jewelry store 
of C. F. Pettengill the adjoining store 


smoke had partly cleared and the men 
had the opportunity of fighting the re- 
mains of the fire at close range. 

The smake rolling from the open 
doorway of the Payson store was a 
thick, heavy black, while that coming 
from the open entrance to the Petten- 
gill store was a fleecy whiteness. 
From the street it seemed as though 
the whole block was doomed to de+ 
struction. : 

A friend rode to the home of Mr. 
Payson and brought him to the scene. 
He reached his safe after much effort 
and succeeded in getting the account 
books and memorandum that was in 
his desk, The cash register and other 
furnishings and fixings that were 
metal were charged and several of the 
firemen received stiff shocks from con- 
tact with them. 

The cause of the fire is unknown, 
but the department is satisfied that it 
started in a rubbish pile in the Pay- 
son store. Arrangements were made 
with the police department to protect 
the block until repairs have been made 
and windows replaced.

President Bowles Gives Out an

President Bowles of the newly re- 
organized Fore River Shipbuilding 
plant in an interview published in the 
Boston Transcript says in part: 

“Mr. Schwab's business. relations 
with shipbuilding affairs in many 
foreign countries, as well as in the 
United States, introduces a future for 
the Fore River works at Quincy which 
could not well exist under the former 
Boston owners of the company, whose 
other business interests did not lie in 
directions which brought them into 
intimate touch with shipyard work, 
and so did not enable them to bring 
work to the yards. 


“In competing for foreign ship con- 
struction it should be remembered 
that American plants can usually get 
profitable contracts only for war ves- 
sels. Mere hulls can be built more 
cheaply abroad than here. It is when 
armor, and particularly ordinance, en- 
ters into the contract that the Ameri- 
can bidders have a fair chance, this 
being due to the very high prices de- 
manded for ordinance work by foreign 
makers, especially in England. 

“It was because the Bethlehem 
works could bid far below the English

DISCOVERY OF AMERICAN 


Area of Surgical Operations Can Be 
Cut Off From the Brain 

London, July 26.—Great interest 
was taken in the meeting of the Brit- 
tsh Medical association at Brighton 
when Sir Berkley Moynihan, profes- 
sor of clinical surgery in the Univers- 
ity of Leeds, described the discovery 
by the American surgeon, Geerge W. 
Crile of Cleveland, of a_method of 
anaesthesia, whereby the area of 
operation could be shut, off from the 
brain for several days if necessary. 

Moynihan pointed out that surgeons 
were apt to delude themselves with 
the idea that because the patient was 
unconscious no damage to nerve 
centres was possible, which was, he 
said, a mistake. Under the new pro- 
cess barriers’ were placed on all’ the 
nerve centres, completely isolating 
the field of operation. 

The Daily Express, commenting 
editorially, considers that the discov- 
ery is perhaps one of the greatest in 
modern surgery.

Secretary Houston Plans to Reor- 
ganize the Weather Bureau 

Washington, July 26.—Reorganiza- 
tion of the weather bureau is soon to 
be made, as the result of a report to 
Secretary Houston by a special com- 
mittee appointed some time ago to in- 
vestigate the workings of the bureau.

Lillback has been tireless in his efforts 
to aid his countrymen in assimilating 
the civilization of this country. 
Through schools, leetures and_spec- 
ial classes he has developed law 
abiding and respectful citizens . Sev- 
eral times Examiner Fay of the nat- 
uralization bureau has held a special 
examination in the church and at his 
last visit admitted over 20: Finns to 
citizenship. 

Mr. Lillback has been a force in the 
community, which previous to-his ar- 
rival, eagerly accepted the shallow 
teachings of Socialistic leaders. He 
fas been instrumental in the healthy 
srowth of the Finnish Total Absti- 
1ence Society which now occupies its 
jwn spacious quarters. 

Many feel that Quincy loses a pow- 
‘rful factor in its foreign growth by 
ais resignation, and one that cannot 
be easily filled. 


Under the rules of the Finnish 
church, the people of the parish do not 
aave any say about the matter when a 
pastor resigns, for the minute he sub- 


mits his resignation it becomes in 
force without any action on the part 
of the parish. 

Since Sunday Rev. Mr. Lillback has 
been beseiged by the people of the 
church to become a candidate for re- 
slection, but up to the present time he 
has steadily refused to again become 
a candidate for the pastorate of the 
church. He will sever his pastorate 
with the church the first of November.

The American eonsul at Juarez has 
been ordered to make a full report as 
s00n as possible. Dixon’s own story, 
reported from El Paso, is that he had 
gone to Juarez upon orders from 
headquarters to investigate a “white 
slave” case involying a negro fugitive 
from justice who had taken refuge ia 
the Mexican town. 

He found the negro in the main 
street of Juarez and was talking with 
him when a lieutenant and four sol- 
| diers arrested him and _ started to 
{march him off at the point of their 
bayonets. 

They promised to take him to the 
commandant’s office, but instead 
marched him off to the hills. ; He 
broke away and ran, fearing he would 
be shot as a spy. The soldiers let 
|him run and then fired. One bullet 
hit his foot, the other passed through 
his body. He may not recover. 

“It locks like a serious case,” Bryan 
| admitted when informed cf the shoot- 
jing. “We will do whatever is neces- 
sary.” 

Strong representaticns, the most

Perfect Health is Natural. 

if these natural foods were prepar- 
ed in a simple way and the taste 
trained to accept them they would 
appeal to the highest sense of hunger 
and eating would be far more enjoy- 
able and the human body would give 
back the natural result, which is per- 
fect health, but most everything man 
does to his food injures it. 

I bave before me a bill of fare sent 
by the proprietor of one of the large 
eastern hotels in order to show me 
his elaborate offering to the public. It 
is in booklet form and contains sixteen 
pages. There are fewer than half a doz- 
en things on this entire menu that are 
really good food. About half of the 
things, however, were originally good, 
but they bave been roasted, toasted, 
oiled, boiled, mixed, fixed, soured, 
sweetened, chopped, mashed, hashed, 
canned and fermented until they are 
a veritable olla podrida of dietic con- 
fusion, 

Food, air and exercise are equally 
important. In fact, all forms of in- 
animate Hfe are governed lIurgely by 
these laws. The roots of plants and 
trees take in nutrition from the soil, 
while the leaves and buds take in 
oxygen from the air and throw off 
earbon dioxide the same as the human 
lungs, and the more the plant or tree 
{is cultivated, exposed to the sunshine 
und blown about by the wind the 
more it will grow and the higher it 
will develop. 

Curative Feeding. 

Man has drifted along for many thou- 
sand years without giving any scien: 
tific attention whatever to bis eating 
He has selected his food and drink 
largely according to bis appetite. and 
this has very often become warped and 
perverted by bad babits. As an illus- 
tration, from the standpoint of the sci- 
entist. all stimulating and sedative ar 
ticles, such as “liquor. beer. tea. coffee 
tobacce and many drugs. are things that 
fear down instead of build up human 
tissne. Hence, from a_scientifie view 
point, the man who takes these things 
is acting as foolishly as the architect 
who would put one crew of men to con 
structing a building and another small- 
er crew to tearing it down.

It is fair to assume that man ts no ex- 
ception to the genera! laws governing 
all other animals—that is to say, if he 
did not commit some very grave er- 
rors be would live bis normal period 
of years, as perhaps did his ancient an- 
cestors. 

Man has greatly increased the pro- 
ductivity of labor by invention and the 
prodnetivity of the soil by the science 
of agriculture. He has almost con- 
quered the air and carried the transpor- 
tation of intelligence (talking through 
the air) to its limit, but he has forgot- 
ten himself. In fact, just to the extent 
that he has progressed In all the other 
selences he has retrogressed in the sci- 
ence of preserving his own health. 

Where Science Has Failed. 

Man {fs entitled by inheritance to live 
200 years. Science therefore can boast 
only when it has carried him beyond 
this period. If be bad given as much 
attention to the science of health as he 

|has to that of mechanics and the ac- 
/eumulation of wealth there is every 
lreason to believe that he could have 
doubled bis present period of life or 
perhaps brought it up to or beyond the 

200 year mark. 

The difference between youth and 
age is, in fact. only a chemical dif- 
ference. The differences between the 
stiff and flexible cartilage, the hard 
and soft artery, the normal and irritat- 
ed nerve, the rich hemoglobin (red) and 

| thin blood, the black and white hair, 
They 

represent deposits, things taken into 
| the body which in some way the body 
could not cast out. 

If man had studied his construction 
and maintenance and made of them a 
true science these chemical differences 
could have been known and their 
causes removed, and man would per- 
haps today be in possession of his 
birthright of 200 years. If he had car- 
ried the science of physiological 
chemistry and food chemistry to the 
saine degree of development that he 
bas carried industrial chemistry no 
doubt he would be able to prolong bis 
life even beyond the 200 year mark. 


Vegetable Diet Ideal, 

But bis eating has been haphazard. 
The most important thing in life has 
been guessed at. Is it any wonder, 
therefore, that he is sick, weak, has 
gas fermentation, nervousness, indi- 
gestion, constipation, insomnia, back- 
ache, beadache, gout, rheumatism, is 
too fat or too thin? Is it any wonder 
he 4s only 51 per cent efficient and

It requires, therefore, 
but little knowledge to enable man to 
select his food from articles that will 
supply all these elements in approxi- 
mately the right proportions, but to 
this important matter man gives prac- 
tically no thought.

Feeding the family, therefore, is a sys- 
tem of thoughtless guesswork. Build- 
ing the temple divine, the heritage of 
a million years of evolution, making 
the blood that feeds the little engine in 
our breast that pumps over twenty 
tons of blood above its own level every 
day, is left to mere chance, Is left to

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GARDENER SAYS 
HE'S A’ A-HARQUIS 


Claims He Is Righiful Heir to 
Waterford Tiile, 


—_——- 


KNOWN AS GEORGE TOOTH, 


Begins Suit In London to Establish 
His Claim to the Marquisate and Big 
Estates’ of the Head of the Well 
Known Beresford Family—His Birth 
Concealed. 


According to dispatches from Lon- 
don, the courts there may have to de- 
¢ide whether or not George Tooth, a 
London jobbing gardener, is the son of 
a cook or of the fifth Marchioness of 
Waterford. 

The first step in what may prove to 
be a sensational fight was taken re- 
cently in the chancery court. It con- 
cerned -the technical point of proce- 
dure referring to the perpetuation of 
evidence taken before an examiner 
which would be uninteresting to the 
general reader, but behind these tech- 
nical preliminaries lies a romantic 
story, the truth of which will require 
much disentangling. 

Tooth’s claim to the marquisate of 
Waterford and the big family estates 
of the head of the well known Beres- 
ford family is briefly this: 

The fifth Marchioness of Waterford, 
who died on April 4, 1873, was first 
married to Captain (the Hon.) John 
Vivian, but she eloped to Varis with 
the fifth Marquis of Waterford, who 
married her after Captain Vivian had 
secuted a divorce at the registrar's of- 
fice at St. George’s, Hanover square, 
on Aug. 9, 1872. On March 29, 1873, 
at Chesham place 
bore a child. It was reported to have 
been stillborn, but Tooth declares that 
the child was born alive and is him- 
self. He suggests that the existence 
of the child was concealed because the 
Waterford family objected to the 
marchioness. 


Tooth’s Strange Story. 

“The denih of the marchioness,” says 
Tooth, “was registered at Somerset 
Hlouse, but the death certificate lacks 
the signature of any doctor. At 9 
o'clock in the evening of the day 1 was 
born I was taken to my first foster 
mother, Mrs. Duncan, now dead, who 
lived in Seymour place, Fulham, My 
mother’s maid, Priscilla Kynaston, and 
the’ doctor took me there. I have 
“gathered this information -from Mrs. 
Duncan's daughter, who is now Mrs. 
Godfrey Thorntegeath and who was 
my foster mother after the death of 
her mother. 

“I remained in the care of the Dun- 
eans until I was about sixteen years 
old, my father, the Marquis of Water- 
ford, paying them 2 guineas per 
month. As often as not, especially as 
1 grew older, he visited the house per- 
sonally on the 8th of every month 
and refused to hand over the money 
until he saw that I was alive and well, 
Mrs. Duncan called me George Tooth, 
but my father always called me 
George. I went to his house on 
Charles street, off Pall Mall, about a 
dozen times, and always before he said 


goodby he would pull out some 
money, £5 or £10 generally, saying: 
‘Here is some money for you. If you 


want more let me know.’ I used to 
write him and address him as ‘Dear 
Father, and he wrote to me us ‘Dear 
George.’ His last letter to me was in 
1895 shortly before he shot himself.” 


A Workhouse Child. 

There is another side to the story. of 
course, Georgina Tooth, a single wo- 
man, who was a cook in the service of 
the marchioness when she was Mrs. 
Vivian, became the mother of a child 
in the Holborn workhouse infirmary 
on Jan. 25, 1872. She died there 
on Feb. 3 of the same year, Mrs, 
Vivian caused the child, who was 
named Jobin Tooth, to be taken to the 
Franciscan monastery at Porto Bellord 
for a few days. Then a maid placed 
him in the care of a Mrs. Jones, whose 
address is unknown. 

It is asserted that the child was 
afterward placed in care of the Dun- 
cans and is the present claimant, 
George Tooth. The various dates giv- 
en by some pegple are disputed by 
others, and the usual contradictory 
statements are mad@¢ Efforts to find 
a record of the birth of John Tooth 
on Jan, 25, 1872, have hitherto failed. 

The sixth Marquis of Waterford wis 
the son of the fifth marquis by his 
second marrluge.. He was drowned in 
1811. His son, a boy of twelve, is the 
present marquis. 

About a year ago Tooth created a 
sensation by appearing in Fleet street 
in a frock coat and silk hat carrying 
sandwich bourds, on which Was in- 
scribed: “I am the sixtli Marquis of 
Waterford, I do this to forward my 
tase and obtain justice.”

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PROSECUTION — 
OF NEW HAVEN 


Being Pushed by Gregory, Who 
Is Probing Boston End 


IN CONFERENCE WIT BRANDEIS 


Latter Will Aid Wilson Administra- 
tion “Trust Buster,” Who Says All 
Alleged Violations of Law Will Be 
Included In GOovernment’s Case 
Against the Railroad 


Beston, July 30.+-Louis D. Bran- 
feis will play an important part in 
the government prosecution of the 
New Haven. He was yesterday clos- 
sted with T. W. Gregory, President 
Wilson’s “trust buster,” and the man 
who wrung a $2,000,000 fine from the | 
Standard Ofl in Texas, in charge of 
the New Haven investigation. 


The latter declared that the feder- 


al investigation would have been in- 
stituted regardless of the finding of 
the interstate commerce commission, 
and indicated that President Wil- 
s0n was determined that thé monopo- 
listie career of the New Haven should 
be stopped almost from the time he 
took office. 

Gregory would not admit that his 
meeting with Brandeis had been spe- 
cially arranged, but stated that they 
had talked the New Haven situafion 
over. 

Associated with Gregory is Assist- 
ant Attorney General Adkins and a 
corps of special agents, stenogranh- 
ers and assistants. They are quar- 
tered at the Hotel Bellevue. 

Gregory stated that all the alleced 
infringements of law by the New Fa- 
ven would be thé subject of the in- 
vestigation now under way, and that 
all violations would be included tn the 
government's case against the rond. 

“Since I left New York I! have 
heard nothing of President ElHott's 
intended yisit to Atiorney General 
McReynolds, nor have I heard that he 
was going to ask the governrient to 
halt ifs investigation. We have been 
working in New York two months. We 
came to Boston because of the greater 
facilities with which we can gather 
information existing in Boston. 

“We have all the information of the 
interstate commerce commission's 
hearing on the New Haven situation. 
We have all the informetion in the suit 
Instituted by Attorney General Bona- 
parte while Roosevelt was president. 
I have Seen United States District 
Attorney French and had interviews 
with him regarding that suit.” 

The position of Gregory is similar 
to that o¢cupied by Kellogg under the 
last administration. He is President 
Wilson’s “trust buster,” and, unlike 
Kellogg, has scored a real victory 
against the Standard Oil compatiy. 
Not only did*the Standard Oil com- 
pany have to pay a $2,000,000 fine in 
Texas, but the company was out- 
lawed and its property sold. 


HAYNES GeTS FREEDOM 


Slayer of Policeman. Pardoned by 
Maine Governor and Council 
Augusta, Me., July 30.—The goy- 
ernor and council last night pardoned 
Samuel D. Haynes, who is serving 4 


life sentence for the murder of Jame3}* 


L. Robbins, a Rockland policeman, in 
1879. Seven previous effcrts were 
made for the pardon. 

Haynes had been arrested for lar- 
ceny and had been put in the police 
station at Rockland in charge of Rob- 
bins. While the policeman was in a 
stooping posture Haynes hit him over 
tlie head and escaped. 
afier a few days. Haynes wag ré- 
captured later. 

Pétitions for his pardon contended 
that he did not {tend to kill Robbins, 
Dut merély to stun him, and that he 
should have been convicted of ‘man- 
slaughter only. 


GRETNA GREEN TO CLOSE 


New Haven Not.a Haven For Elop- 
ing Couples After Tomorrow 

New Haven, July 30.—In face of a 
storm of protest from aldermen and 
justices of the peace, who made ‘a 
ctistomary “good thing” out of snap 
marriages performed for eager New 
Yorkers, the state secretary an- 
nounced that after Aug. 1 al! intend- 
ants must take out their licenses five 
days béforeé the ceremony is per- 
formed.” 

For years it has been customary for 
elopers' to Cross the line from New 
York, be marrfed the same afternoon, 
and return at’one¢. New Haven has 
been pafticularly favored with this 
patronage.

‘ who utter this sort of criticism seldom 


ngree on exactly what the fads and 
frills are, but they invariably look 
back to a golden past when the so 
called ‘fundamentals’—reading, writ- 
ing and arithmetic—were taught in 
such a way as never to be forgotten. 
As a matter of fact, the system of to- 
day is immeasurably ahead of the 
school system of the past. The growth 
has been steady. Whatever may be 
said against the enrichment of the 
course of study, its ‘fads and frills,’ 
the contention that the essentials, so 
called, have suffered in comparison 
with the past falls flat.” 

In discussing current criticism gen- 
erally, the report finds that much of 
the criticism of the publie schools of 
today is due to a marked change in 
the purpose of public education. ‘The 
eharge of a curriculum ‘behind the 
times’ and the demand for vocational 
subjects represent no mere call for 
different school subjects as such, but a 
complete trausformation in the idea 
of what the publie schoo! should do. 

“Those who criticise the bookish cur- 
riculum of the public school, whether 
elementary or high school, are really 
striving for what they conceive to be 
the changed purpose of education—to 
reach all the chiidren of all the people 
with the kind of training that will 
make them not merely intelligent in re- 


| spect to things that are in books, but 


will equip them directly for the kind of 
life, economic and social, which they 
will lead when they leave schoo]—while 


, those who oppose the innovations do so 


because they do -not concede this 
broader though apparently more spe 
clalized purpose.”
